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ENLISTED PERSONNEL SECTION 


YEAR ago, ten civilian employees ; 
today, six officers and fifty civilian 
workers. That is the measure of the 


growth of the enlisted section of the per- 
sonnel division of the Office Chief of Air 
Corps in twelve short months—a growth 
duplicated on only slightly smaller scale 


in every other Washington personnel 
office and other War Department agen- 


cies, so that the sum total of the War 
Department expansion is evidenced visu- 
ally in the erection of a fourth story atop 
the Munitions Building, and in the 
spreading of the department’s activities 
into the four quarters of Washington 
Northeast, Northwest, Southeast and 
Southwest. 

A year ago, the enlisted section handled 
the records of the approximately 18,000 
enlisted men of the Air Corps ; made such 
promotions of noncommissioned officers 
as were necessary to fill vacancies; or- 
dered a few transfers to keep the old sta- 
tions at strength; sifted through the big 
waiting lists of applicants for pilot train- 


ing to keep 549 Flying Cadets at Ran- 
dolph, Brooks and Kelly Fields. 
Then came the pilot and mechanic 


training programs outlined by the Presi- 
dent in his Congressional message of 12 
Jan. 1939. Hardly had this gone into op- 
eration on 1 July of that year, than a new 
war began in Europe, a 17,000-man in- 
crease in the Army was ordered, and the 
new grades and ratings which the enlisted 
section was planning to make in February 
140 were put through in November, 1939, 
And then.came real expansion, as the 
“phoney” war in Europe flared into a real 
cataclysm of air and tank blitzkriegen. 
From 18,000, the enlisted strength of 
the Air Corps has jumped to about 60,000 
with 94,443 as the goal. This new author- 
ized strength includes 5,370 Flying Ca- 
dets in training—about 1,300 young men 
feeding into civilian flying schools every 
five weeks for primary training, and then 
going on to, not one, but three basic and 
advanced schools, and then, for certain 
groups, to special schools for bombard- 
lers, navigators and meterologists. So the 
Flying Cadet unit is now as big in itself

Another job of 
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Enlisted Pay Increases for Army, Marine Corps 
And National Guard to be Effective Next Month 


A study of Section 12 of the Selective 
Service Act is under way in the War De 
partment and Marine Corps headquarters 
with a view to issuing new pay tables and 
instructions to finance officers concerning 
the increased pay provided for enlisted 
men of the two services. These increases 
will apply o not only to the Regular Army 
and Marine Corps, but also to the National

Report Home Guard Bills 
The House and Senate Military Affairs 
Committees this week reported identical 


legislation, S. 4175 and TR 1495, which 
would amend the National Defense Act to 
permit States to organize military units, 


not a part of the National Guard, for use 
when the National Guard is away from 
the State on Federal service. 

The legislation also would permit the 
Federal government to provide these de 
fense units with such weapons and equip 
ment as may be available, It was stated 
that at present the Army has approxi 
mately 1,200,000 Lee-Enfield and 870,000 
Springfield rifles that could released to 
the State units. 

The purpose of the bill is to provide 
the Governors of the several states with 
military forces with which to handle civil 
disturbances and riots, to direct disaster 
relief and to provide anti-sabotage and 
anti-espionage guards, 

It was pointed out during hearings on 
the legislation that in each State from 
which National Guard units will be drawn 
there are staff organizations capable of 
providing a cadre for the new units and 
that also there are a number of National 
Guardsmen who were mustered out be 
cause of physical defects or having de 
pendents when the Guard entered the 
Federal service. These men would pro 
vide an excellent framework it was said. 

It is contemplated that the personnel 
of the new units will be mostly men above 
or below the selective service ages, and 
men who are not physically qualified for 
active service with first line defense 
units. 

Appearing before the House committee 
to express the War Department’s appro- 
val of the bill, Maj. BE. W. Ridings, G-3, 
WDGS., stated that the new units would 
aid the War Department by reducing the

Increase Marine Corps 

The House Naval Affairs Committee, 
in reporting favorably the bill, HR 10224, 
which would bring the minimum enlisted 
strength of the United States Murine 
Corps up to 50,000 men, declared that the 
Marine Corps “in a major emergency, 
even with a navy of the present size, will 
require considerably more than 50,000 
men.”

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Temporary Gatun 
For 3,600 Lieutenants 


A policy looking toward the temporary 
promotion of all lieutenants of the Regu- 
lar Army who have had one year’s ser- 
vice has been approved by the War De- 
partment, 

The temporary promotions are to be 
made under the authority of the legisla- 
tive rider enacted on the Second Supple- 
mentary Defense Appropriation bill, as 
reported in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL 
of 7 Sept. 

It is expected that the new policy on 
the temporary promotion of lieutenants 
will result in the promotion of virtually 
all first lieutenants of the promotion list 
branches to be captains, There are about 
2,000 such lieutenants. In addition there 
are about 1,400 second lieutenants of the 
promotion list branches who have had 
one year’s service and hence will be eligi- 
ble for temporary promotion to first lieu- 
tenants. In addition, it is estimated that 
there are about 200 lieutenants of the 
nou-promotion list branches who have had 
more than a year’s service and will be 
promoted, 

The year’s service set as a requisite for 
the temporary advancement must have 
been compléted as of 9 Sept. 1940, the 
date the President signed the Appropria- 
tion bill which carries the authority. 

It was stated at the Department that 
officers of the grade of lieutenants “whose 
records do not warrant temporary pro- 
motion to the next higher grade will not 
be promoted.” In accordance with this 
phase of the policy, the Chiefs of Arms 
and Services were instructed, earlier in 
the week, to go over the records of the 
lieutenants in their branches and to sub- 
mit to The Adjutant General of the Army, 
by 19 Sept., a list of their lieutenants 
whom they do not think warrant tem- 
porary promotion on the basis of their 
records, 

The 
porary 


legislation authorizing the tem- 
promotions originated with the 
War Department, which stated last July 
in a letter to Congress that the Army is 
short about 2,200 captains and that it 
planned to fill these vacancies by mak- 
ing temporary promotions. It also stated 
ut that time that it needed 57 more gen- 
eral officers for important tactical com- 
mand and staff assignments and that it 
hoped to fill this need by temporary ad- 
vancements, 

To date nothing official has been said 
about when the temporary general officer 
promotions will be made, but it is under- 
stood that the requirements have in- 
creased considerably beyond the 57 orig- 
inally estimated. For example the reor- 
ganization of the Air Corps will create 
vacancies—estimated at between 25 and 
30-—-for more generals to command tac- 
tical and administrative units. 

Discussing the uses to which the new 
power would be put, General George C. 
Marshall, Chief of Staff, declared that 
it would be employed to provide officers 
with ranks commensurate with their as- 
signments. He pointed out that there are 
now many brigadier generals command- 
ing divisions, These should be given ad- 
vanced rank as major generals, he said.

Induction of Nat. Guard 


With approximately 60,500 National 
Guardsmen now at their local armories 
being inducted this week into federal ser- 
vice under Presidential order and under- 
going physical examinations preparatory 
to departure to training areas for a year’s 
service in the Army of the United States, 
President Roosevelt this week issued 
orders for induction of an additional 35,- 
700 oflicers and men. 

At the same time the War Department 
announced tentative dates for the induc- 
tion of the remaining Cavalry brigade 
and for additional divisional troops and 
observation squadrons, 

The new orders affect three additional 
divisions, three observation squadrons 
and the entire National Guards of the 
Puerto Rican and Hawaiian Depart- 
ments. The troops will be inducted into 
federal service on Tuesday, 15 Oct., and 
will bring the total of oflicers and men 
ordered to federal service to nearly 100,- 
Ooo. It is understood another division 
was to have been included in the second 
order, but Jack of housing facilities 
caused deferment of the order to a later 
date. Virtually every National Guard 
unit, including the redesignated division- 
al tank companies and converted units, is 
expected to be in federal service by early 
in 1!41.

Longevity for Nat. Guard Men 

The Comptroller General has advised 
the War Department that enlisted men of 
the National Guard may not count their 
state service in computing their longevity 
pay. 

The Comptroiler’s summary of the de 
cision, which the office of the Chief of 
Finance has transmitted to the service 
for the guidance of disbursing officers, 
stutes that “enlisted service in the Na 
tional Guard of the several states, terri- 
tories, and the district of Columbia, when 
not in the active service of the United 
States, may not be counted for longevity 
pay purposes by enlisted men of the Na- 
tional Guard ordered into the active ser- 
vice of the United States pursuant to Pub- 
lic Resolution No. 96 of 27 Aug. 1940.” 





Rental Allowance for Soldiers 

Enactment of legislation which would 
permit payment of the rental allowance 
to enlisted men of the first three pay 
grades for housing of dependents, even 
though the enlisted man himself may be 
occupying government quarters, Was 
asked of Congress yesterday by Secretary 
of War Stimson. The proposal would 
apply to all components of the Army of 
the United States in active Federal ser- 
vice. 

Transmitting a proposed bill, Secretary 
Stimson pointed out that present laws 
authorize transportation of dependents 
and household possessions of enlisted men 
on change of station, but said, “No law 
has ever been enacted, however, which 
specifically authorizes quarters or rental 
allowances for these noncommisioned offi- 
cers because of their dependents. 

“Since family quarters, transportation 
for dependents, and baggage allowances 
have been authorized for enlisted men of 
the first three grades,” he said, “it is 
obvious the intent of Congress was to 
provide for the dependents of these career 
enlisted men and when the number of such 
quarters at a post or station is insuflicient 
for the families of enlisted men of the 
first three grades stationed there, those 
men for whom quarters are not available 
are paid a rental allowance, provided 
neither they nor their dependents occupy 
public quarters of any kind. This solu- 
tion has been satisfactory in the past, but 
now, and probably for some time to come, 
many of these enlisted men must be as- 
signed to duty in camps where no family 
quarters are provided, and where it is 
impossible to rent houses nearby for 
themselves and dependents. If the soldier 
occupies a government tent or a room in 
barracks he may not be paid any rental 
allowance to provide for his family. 

“This situation can be remedied only 
by legislative action, and to avoid impos- 
ing real financial hardship upon some of 
the most important enlisted personnel in 
the Army the War Department requests 
favorable consideration be given proposed 
legislation to provide legal authority for 
the payment of a rental allowance to en- 
listed men of the first three grades who 
have dependents for whom public quarters 
auré not available. The rental allowance 
now authorized for any enlisted man not 
furnished quarters, barracks, tent or 
other shelter, is $22.50 per month.” 

The Bureau of the Budget does not 
object to the proposed bill, which pro- 
vides: 

“That each enlisted man of the first, second, 
or third grade of the Army of the United 
States in the active military service of 
the United States, having a dependent as 
defined in sections 8 and Sa, title 37, United 
States Code, shall, under such regulations 
as the President may prescribe, be entitled 
to receive, for any period during which pub 
lic quarters are not provided for his depen 
dent, the money allowance for quarters 
authorized by law to be granted to each en 
listed man not furnished quarters in kind,” 





Army to Man “Outer Defenses” 


Army aireraft will be stationed in 
America’s new “outer line of defenses” 
running from Newfoundland to South 


America, Secretary of War Stimson de- 
clared at a press conference this week, 
Likewise, Army troops will garrison the 
new bases for the protection of the Naval 
and Air installations to be placed in them, 
he said. 

Details as to the size, location, garri- 
son strength, ete., of the Army’s new estab 
lishments in the “outer defenses” will not 
be determined until the board now ex- 
amining the British bases completes its 
report and a decision is made from it, 
the Secretary said. 

To the end that the Army will be ready 
with trained manpower to garison the 
“outer defenses” it is essential that the 
program of intensified exercises for the 
National Guard and selective service 
trainees be carried forward rapidly, the 
Secretary declared. 

The immediate object, he said, is to 
bring the organizations we now have to 
full strength with well trained men, After 
that we can begin training men for a 
further extension of the National Army, 
if that proves necessary, he stated. 

In response to an inquiry, the Secretary 
declared that the present 120,000 reserve 
officers will take care of the officer needs 








for a long time and that it is not proposed 
to establish, at least for quite some time, 
any officers training camps, such as were 
used during the World War. 





General Drum’s Birthday 

Lt. Col. Hugh A. Drum, Commanding 
General of the First Army and of the 
Second Corps Area, observed his sixty- 
first birthday 19 Sept. at his headquar- 
ters at Governors Island, N. Y. At 10 a. 
m. all the members of his staff passed 
through the Commanding General’s office 
and extended their congratulations. 

General Drum, the only living officer 
who has been Chief of Staff of an Ameri- 
can Army in battle, only ten days ago 
rounded out 42 years of commissioned 
service in the Army. He has served con- 
tinuously since he was 18 years of age. 
The sn of Capt. John Drum, Regular 
Army, who was killed at San Juan Hill 
in the Spanish-American War, General 
Drum, while attending Boston College, 
aecepted one of the commissions which 
were tendered by President McKinley in 
1808 to five sons of Army officers who lost 
their lives in this battle. Thus at 18 years 
of age he became a Second Lieutenant of 
Infantry. 

In his long service he has served in all 
the commissioned grades and is now 
senior ranking officer of the Army in 
permanent commission. He has com- 
manded all units of a general officer from 
a brigade to a fleld army.

Secretary of War Stimson said this 
week that of the 4,247 planes appro- 
priated for in the 1941 and first supple- 
mentary estimates 4,152 already have 
been contracted for, while of the 14,394 
provided in the Second Supplementary 
bill, 5,022 are under contract.

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Favor Bandmasters’ Bill 

The House Military Affairs Commit- 
tee this week instructed its chairman, 
Representative Andrew J. May, of Ky., to 
ask the House next week to override the 
Presidential veto of the bill HR 3840, 
which provides commissioned rank for 
the bandmasters of the Army and Na- 
tional Guard. 

The bill was passed by the House on 
15 Jan. 1940 and by the Senate on 10 
April 1940, It was finally transmitted to 
the President on 18 June 1940 and vetoed 
by him on 24 June 1940, Representative 
Joseph Smith, of Conn., sponsor of the 
legislation and a member of the House 
Military Affairs Committee, predicted 
late this week that he can obtain the nec- 
essary two-thirds majority in the House. 
Senator Thomas, of Utah, who together 
with Senator Lister Hill, of Ala., was 
very instrumental in gaining Senate ap- 
proval of the bill, will seek immediate 
Senate concurrence if the House over- 
rides the veto. 

Under the terms of the bill, there 
would be created a commissioned rank in 
each Army band of either first or sec- 
ond lieutenant, depending on the length 
of service of the band leader to be com- 
missioned. From the commissioned band- 
masters, one would be selected by the 
President to hold the rank of captain and 
this officer would coordinate band ac- 
tivities in the Army and act as advisor 
to the Secretary of War on band matters. 
Persons who have served less than 5 
years would be commissioned with the 
rank, pay, allowances and other benefits 
of a second lieutenant, persons with more 
than 5 years of service would be commis- 
sioned as first lieutenants, with rank, pay, 
allowances and other benefits. A minimum 
of one year of service is required to be 
eligible for commission. In computing 
service for pay purposes, all service as a 
band leader in the Regular Army prior 
to passage of the act would be counted. 

Examination for commission would be 
such as would be prescribed by the Presi- 
dent. The bill further provides that any 
warrant officer band leader who fails to 
pass the prescribed physical test because 
of physical disability incident to the ser- 
vice would be retired with 75 per cent of 
the pay to which he would have been en- 
titled if he had been commissioned under 
the terms of the bill. 

In vetoing the measure, the President 
stated in part, 

“The legislation constitutes a novel de- 
parture in the organization of the Army for 
which there is no necessity from a military 
standpoint. The grade of warrant officer now 
accorded to bandmasters in the Army is fully 
adequate for the duties and responsibilties 
devolving on them, 

“Moreover, the bill would single out a spe- 
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cial group of warrant officers for preferential 
treatment by way of increases in rank and 
compensation, without regard to the status of 
other warrant officers who perform duties and 
have responsibilties that are equal to and in 


certain cases greater than those of band- 


masters,”

Rank on Retired List 

The House Military Affairs Committee 
this week reported favorably the bill, 8S. 
3636, which provides that assistant chiefs 
of branches and wing commanders of the 
Air Corps shall be retired with the rank 
and pay of the highest grade held by 
them as assistant chiefs or wing com- 
manders. 

The bill was passed by the Senate on 
10 April 1940, and has been before the 
House Committee since that date. 

The measure provides that any officer 
who has served four years as assistant 
chief of a branch or for two years as a 
wing commander in the Air Corps may 
come within the benefits of the Act. The 
measure is retroactive regarding rank, 
providing that on passage of the bill any 
officer on the retired list coming within 
its provisions shall be promoted and begin 
receiving the higher pay. However, no 
back pay or allowances can accrue. 





Increase Fort Knox 

Title investigation has been undertaken 
looking toward the purchase of between 
20,000 and 30,600 acres to enlarge Fort 
Knox, Ky. Fort Knox now covers 33,000 
acres. An appropriation of $666,667 has 
been made for the proposed purchase. 
Fort Knox is the headquarters of the 
newly organized First Armored Corps 
and of the First Armored Division. 

Col. R. D. Valliant, QMC, Chief of the 
Real Estate Division of The Quarter- 
master General’s Office, Washington, D. 
C., has set up a field staff for examining 
titles of the land included in the pro- 
posed addition. Lt. Col. Darris A. Hanes, 
QMC, Field Agent at Fort Knox for The 
Quartermaster General, has opened an 
office for the purpose of acquiring the 
land. Approximately 100 parcels of land 
are involved. 





Army Information Service 

Lt. Col. F. J. Pearson, General Staff 
Corps, has assumed charge of the U. 8. 
Army Information Service, 90 Church 
Street, New York City, relieving Capt.

tion of orders for the qualified mechan- 
ics; they must be placed where most 
needed as expeditiously as possible. 

With more than 4,000 men going into 
the civilian and Air Corps mechanics 
schools each month, the unit has a real 
problem in determining needs for special 
types of mechanics and making appro- 
priate assignments to instruction. 

Another unit of the enlisted section is 
the noncommissioned officers’ and rec 
ords and statistics unit, which itself may 
be divided soon for administrative rea- 
sons. The two officers in this unit, Capt. 
August Kissner, AC, and Capt. M. R. 
Dow, Air-Reserve, and their civilian 
assistants meanwhile must prepare eligi- 
ble lists of noncoms qualified for promo- 
tion to the first two enlisted grades, must 
prepare promotion warrants, must assign 
noncommissioned officers where needed, 
must allot grades and ratings to Air 
Corps stations, must handle assignments 
to and from foreign service; must keep 
rosters, and—just as a sideline—main- 
tain the records of the 60,000 men in the 
Air Corps, together with separate records 
of their trade qualifications. 

The Air Corps, as of 15 Sept., promoted 
712 first and technical sergeants to mas- 
ter sergeant and advanced 1,847 first and 
staff sergeants to technical sergeant. The 
mere writing of the necessary warrants 
occupied the full time for two weeks of 
two clerks in the noncommissioned offi- 
cers’ unit and the part-time assistance of 
two other clerks. And the writing of war- 
rants was preceded by the preparation of 
entirely new eligible lists, after it was 
found necessary to modify service-in- 
grade requirements for both grades in 
order to obtain the large body of men 
to be promoted. 

The last unit of the enlisted section, the 
planning unit, is responsible for issuance 
of recruiting quotas and orders, for 
preparation of tables of organization and 
manning strengths for the new Air Corps 
stations of all sizes and types which are 
mushrooming up all over the United 
States and its possessions. This unit also 
handles the assignment of warrant offi- 
cers on detail in the Air Corps and will 
handle the assignment of trainees as- 
signed to the Air Corps when the selec- 
tive service act begins operation. 

As assistant chief of the personnel di- 
vision in charge of the enlisted section, 
Maj. Orin Bushey, AC, with his adminis- 
trative assistant, Mr. Harry Sigourney, 
who holds a major’s commission in the 
Air-Reserve, supervises the activities of 
the various units of the enlisted section 
and reports in turn to the personnel di- 
vision chief, Col. Asa N. Dunean, AC. 

With their desks in the same room, 
Major Bushey and Mr. Sigourney are in 
frequent consultation with each other, as 
they administer from Washington one of 
the three phases of the Army’s drive for a 
25,000-plane air force. Material must 
work with industry to provide the planes; 
other agencies must create and enlarge 
the bases, but the enlisted personnel sec- 
tion must provide the bulk of the men \0 
operate the force—the trained crews of 
the larger planes, the mechanics to ser- 
vice the planes, and a number of the pi- 
lots, navigators and bombardiers.

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Navy Base Board Named 

Acting Secretary of the Navy, James 
Forrestal this week announced appoint- 
ment of a Naval Board to convene as 
soon as practicable to survey and report 
on the adequacy and future development 
of the Naval Shore Establishment, revis- 
ing and bringing up to date the report 
submitted in 1938 by the Hepburn Board, 

This new board is composed of the fol- 
lowing officers:

This board has been directed to study 
and recommend a program for the fol- 
lowing classes of shore facilities, includ- 
ing so far as practicable, a program or 
policy as to commercial facilities :

. Aeronautic facilities. 
Storage facilities, 
Marine Corps activities, 
Ordnance activities. 
Structures for Naval personnel, 
Hospital facilities, 

9. Radio activities, 

10. Naval Research Laboratory. 

11. Service structures not otherwise 

vided for. 

This study is similar to the one made 
by the Board appointed 17 May 1938 which 
wus headed by Rear Adm. Arthur J. Hep- 
burn. That report was submitted to Con- 
gress on 27 Dec. 1938 by Secretary Swan- 
son and the development of Naval shore 
facilities since that time has been guided 
by the recommendations submitted in the 
Hepburn report. This new survey of the 
Naval Shore Establishment is predicated 
upon the long bused axiom that the mili- 
tary effectiveness of Naval forces, includ- 
ing Naval aviation, is vitally dependent 
upon the adequacy of the supporting shore 
facilities, and, with the recent legislation 
authorizing and appropriating for the ex- 
pansion of the Fleet including aircraft, 
this must be paralleled by corresponding 
increases in the supporting shore estab- 
lishment. To make this shore expansion 
in an intelligent and orderly manner, the 
Secretary of the Navy has directed that 
this board shall commence its survey as 
soon as practicable and give consideration 
to the changed conditions that have arisen 
since the Hepburn Board's report, among 
which are included: The acquisition of 
certain areas from Great Britain for use 
as U. 8S. Naval bases; the present interna- 
tional situation ; the great increase in the 
authorized strength of the U. S. Navy and 
its air force; the development trend of 
modern warfare; the liaison and coordina- 
tion of private industry in shipbuilding 
and ship repair work. 


Moreell Praised 

During the debate concerning the ap- 
propriation of $150,000,000 for housing 
for workers in the National Defense Pro- 
gram, Representative Adolph J. Sabath, 
of Ill., Chairman of the House Rules Com- 
mittee and one of the leading administra- 
tion legislators, speaking of Rear Adm. 
Ben Moreell, Chief of the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks of the Navy, declared: 

“The statement has been made that Rear 
Admiral Moreell, Chief of the Bureau of Yards 
and Docks of the Navy Department, did not 
know anything about general living condi- 
tions. I do not know whether he knows any- 
thing about living conditions in Washington. 
While I have had contacts with the admiral 
only 3 or 4 times, by all the eternal verities, I 
never met a more efficient, capable, and harder- 
working officer and engineer than is Rear Ad- 
miral Moreell, If he does not know all about 
housing in the District, that is probably the 
only thing with which he is not familiar.” 


More Aid to Britain 
Admiral William H. Standley, USN- 
Ret., is advocating the delivery of more 
ships, including “mosquito boats,” planes, 
munitions, ete., to Great Britain. He is 
emphasizing that there will be an in- 
tensification of naval warfare during the 
winter and pointing out that provided 
with new and convenient bases, German 
submarines will be more effective than 

they were last winter and spring. 
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Naval Reserve Mobilization 


During the current emergency the Navy 
will order to active duty, with or with- 
out their consent, all members of the 
Ileet Reserve whose services are required, 
and all members of the Organized and 
Volunteer Naval Reserve whose service 
are required, who are qualified and who 
volunteer for active duty. 

In the event of war, or a modification 
of the Executive Order of S&S Sept. 1939, 
restricting service of the Naval Reserve 
other than of the Fleet Reserve to a volun- 
tary basis, the Department intends to 
order to active duty, with or without their 
own consent, all members of the Fleet Re- 
serve and Organized Reserve who are 
physically qualified to perform such duty 
and whose services are required, and all 
members of the Volunteer Reserve who 
are physically qualified and whose ser- 
vices are required, except those specific- 
ally exempted under current policy. 

The exemption policy now is us fol- 
lows: 

(a) Fleet Reserve—none, The Secretary of 
the Navy has declared that no change will be 
considered in the military status of this class 
of the Naval Reserve, 

(b) Organized Reserve—none, Reference 
(b) specifically states that no one who is not 
immediately available for mobilization will be 
enlisted, appointed, or transferred to the 
Organized Reserve. 

(c) Volunteer Reserve—Individuals who are 
especially desirable and who, though not im- 
mediately available upon M-Day, will be 
available within thirty days thereafter. 
Thirty days is, by regulation, the maximum 
deferment period which may be granted. 

(d) Volunteer Reserve—Individuals whose 
special qualifications and services the Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation deems to be of 
outstanding value to the Navy but whose 
civilian status precludes their being ordered 
to active duty on mobilization, 

It is the intention of the Department to 
eliminate eventually from the Organized 
Reserve and Volunteer Reserve all em- 
ployees of the aviation, industrial and the 
Federal Government whose value to the 
national defense is greater than in their 
military status. In the meantime, it will 
be the general policy to defer active ser- 
vice for those employees of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Authority of the aviation indus- 
trial whose services can not be spared 
from their civilian occupations without 
seriously disrupting the organization by 
which they are employed. 





Naval Reserve Decisions 


The Comptroller General rendered two 
decisions concerning the Naval Reserves 
this week as follows: 


“A civilian employee member of the Naval 
Reserve ordered, with his consent, to active 
duty with the regular Navy, pursuant to Ex- 
ecutive Order No, 8245, dater 8 Sept. 1939, may 
be paid the salary of his civilian position for 
the period of annual leave to his credit at 
the time he reported for active duty and, 
also, for the same period, pay and allowances 
as an officer of the Naval Reserve on active 
duty. Decision of 20 August 1940, B-11916, 
20 Comp. Gen., relating to members of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps of the Army, dis- 
tinguished.” 


“Under the provisions of the Naval Reserve 
Act of 1988 and current naval appropriations, 
subsistence and lodging may be procured 
under a legal and proper contract with a uni- 
versity, for midshipmen of the Naval Reserve 
on active duty or training duty with pay and 
receiving a course of instruction at such in- 
stitution, if the contract rates are not in ex- 
cess of the established rates charged other 
students at the university, but if rations are 
commuted the commutation rate is the same 
as that for midshipmen in the Naval Acade- 
my.” 





USNA Band Leader 


The Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
has reported favorably the bill, S. 1146, 
which would give the rank, pay and al- 
lowances of a lieutenant of the United 
States Navy to the leader of the Naval 
Academy band and allow him to count 
all service in the Navy, of whatever na- 
ture rendered, as commissioned service. 
In effect, the legislation grants an in- 
crease of $1,821 per annum to the leader 
of the band, as he already has the rank 
of lieutenant. 





Naval Policy Strengthened 

A Naval Policy “with more teeth in 
it” has been issued to the service to 
supersede that promulgated in 1937. 

The new policy, drafted by the General 
Board and approved by the Secretary of 
the Navy, significantly states that a gen- 
eral policy will be: “To develop the Navy 
to a maximum in fighting strength and 
ability to contro] the sea in defense of the 
Nation and its interests.” The 1937 pol- 
icy had the objectives: “To create, main- 
tain and operate a Navy second to none 
and in conformity with treaty provi- 
sions.” 

Among other important changes were 
the following: 

New: “To organize and maintain the 
Navy for major operations in both the At- 
lantic and Pacific Oceans.” 1937: “To 
organize the Navy for operations in either 
or both oceans so that expansion only will 
be necessary in the event of war.” 

New: “To encourage the growth of the 
merchant marine and of commercial 
aviation.” The 1937 policy did not men- 
tion commercial aviation. 

New: “To build and maintain nonrigid 
airships for coastal patrol and for other 
naval uses.” 1937: “To build only such 
nonrigid airships as may be necessary 
for training purposes.” 

The second and third paragraphs un- 
der the subhead “Auxiliary Vessels” have 
been added. 

New: “To keep the United States Fleet 
strategically disposed and to assemble the 
Fleet for a period of not less than two 
months annually for advanced training.” 
The words “keep the United States Fleet 
strategically disposed” have been added. 

In the sentence “To develop two main 
bases on each coast and one in Hawaii,” 
the words “and one in Hawaii” have been 
added. 

The Materiel Policy is entirely new. 

The 1940 Naval Policy follows: 

U. 8. Naval Policy 

Naval policy is the system of principles, 
end the general terms of their application, 
governing the development, organization, 
maintenance, training, and employment of a 
Navy. It is based on and is designed to sup- 
port national policies and interests, It com- 
prehends questions of character, number, and 
distribution of naval forces and shore activ- 
ities; of the number and qualifications of 
personnel; and of the character of peace and 
war strategy and operations. 


Fundamental Policy 
To maintain the Navy in strength and 
readiness to uphold National policies and in- 
terests, and to guard the United States and 
its continental and overseas possessions, 


General Policies 

To develop the Navy to a maximum in 
fighting strength and ability to control the 
sea in defense of the Nation and its interests. 

To make effectiveness in war the objective 
of all development and training. 

To organize and maintain the Navy for 
major operations in both the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans, 


To maintain and develop Naval Aviation 
as an integral part of the naval forces. 
To maintain the Marine Corps in such 


strength as to provide the requisite Fleet Ma- 
rine Force and detachments for other naval 
purposes. 

To develop and maintain shore activities, 
including bases suitably located and de- 
fended, for the support of the mobile forces. 

To locate shore activities in such geograph- 
ical areas and construct them in such sites 
and in such manner as will promote security 
against air and other attack; and to apply 
this policy to existing activities as prac- 
ticable. 

To advance the art of naval warfare and 
to promote the development of naval ma- 
teriel. 

To maintain and train the officer and en- 
listed personnel requisite for the regular es-

To build and maintain aircraft in numbers

U. S. COAST GUARD 








HE revised Coast Guard regulations 
have been approved by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury and have been sent 
to the Government Printing Office for 
printing. The work of revising the regu- 
lations was long and laborious but much 
was accomplished. When issued, the new 
regulations will be about one fourth the 
size of the current ones. It is expected 
that they will be ready for distribution 
in six weeks or two months, 
Initial Game 

The first game of the Coast Guard 
Academy's 1940-41 football season will be 
played at New London on 27 Sept. against 
the University of Connecticut eleven, The 
Ciuardsmen will be headed by Cadet L. 
T. O'Neil. 

New Division 

Mr. Frank R. Eldridge, formerly Chief, 
Commercial Intelligence Division, Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, 
has been named to head the newly formed 
Division of Research and Statistics, at 
Coast Guard Hleadquarters. The new di 
vision was organized for the purpose of 
giving statistical interpretation and 
graphical evaluation of the work of the 
service. The division will involve the com- 
pilation and presentation of existing facts 
and figures regarding the operations and 
other phases of the Coast Guard organi 
zation and possibly suggest new statis- 
tical approaches to the compilation of 
such facts by the units of the service. 


Cutter Pine to Boston 

The cutter Pine (tender class), former 
ly the 100 foot patrol boat Petrel, which 
has completed modifications, alterations 
and repairs at the Coast Guard Depot has 
been issued orders for new permanent 
station at Boston. The vessel will be 
temporarily detailed to the Norfolk Dis 
trict for approximately 30 days before 
her departure for her new station. 





New Training Station 

The Commandant has issued orders to 
the commander of the New Orleans Dis- 
trict to accept custody of the Naval Sta- 
tion, New Orleans, La. The former naval 
station will be used as a Maritime Ser- 
vice Training Station. It has been pointed 
out that decentralization of training fa- 
cilities is desirable from a number of 
standpoints. If the station is near a re- 
cruit’s home, the mileage is considerably 
reduced for leaves, ete., also, every re- 
duction in train traffic in light of the 
heavy program ahead will tend to speed 
up production and training. 

Rearmament Progress 

Congress has been asked to appropri- 
ate, in the 83rd Deficiency bill, nearly 
$600,000 for the installation of “belts” on 
Coast Guard vessels for protection 
against magnetic mines, At the same 
time, it was learned that complete con- 
version of Coast Guard vessels for emer- 
gency naval use will be competed by mid- 
December, 140, 

It was originally estimated that the 
cost of conversion would be in the neigh- 
borhood of $8,200,000, the fund to be ap- 
portioned as follows : $3,100,000 for cruis- 
ing cutters; $2,400,000 for coastal patrol 
boats ; $1,000,000 for local patrol boats; 


$100,000) for tenders; $1,300,000 for 
ordnance and ordnance equipment and 
$330,000 for buoys. Included also was 


$2,500,000 for pay, allowance and sub- 
sistence for the 2,500 enlisted men who 
are being inducted as the first increment 
of a 5,000 man increase program, Thus 
far, the Coast Guard is experiencing no 
difficulty in obtaining recruits and the 
personnel program is on schedule. The 
5,000 additional men will bring the 
strength of the Coast Guard up to ap- 
proximatey 20,000 men. 

There are now approximately 485 cut- 
ters of all classes in service,

THE THIRTEEN THOUSAND CIVILIAN casualties which Britain already has 
suffered as a result. of Nazi bombing, constitute another demonstration of the totality 
of modern War. They furnish a lesson the world has learned slowly. Its primary 
stage in Spain and Ethiopia was too remote to be impressive, the secondary stage 
in China aroused horror and gave the West an inkling of the ruthlessness of a 
conqueror, the tertiary stage comprised Norway, the Low Countries and France, 
and created fear, and that fear has become intensified by the ghastly experience 
through which London is passing, and the justifiable retaliatory measures, which 
British planes have applied to Berlin and other German communities. The American 
people now know that neither age, nor sex, nor priceless heritage, is safe from acts 
of wanton destruction. 

It is this knowledge which is responsible for the public concern for measures 
of preparedness that will make the Nation so formidable that it cannot be success- 
fully chailenged. Among those measures is the Conscription Act, As far as it goes, 
that Act may be regarded only as one step toward efficient armament. It is thor- 
oughly satisfactory in that it adheres to the American way of life, the requirement 
that citizens shall designate those of their neighbors for troop service, the rigid 
restrictions upon exemptions, and the obligation upon conscientious objectors to 
perform other than military service for the benefit of the country. It is defective in 
that it does not establish a permanent system, which a disturbed world after the 
war will require, but will expire in 1945, In his forthright radio speech this week, 
General Marshall pointed out that modern war requires team work in a high degree. 
This cannot be expected of men in twelve months, and certainly not of men placed 
in the Reserves, who will be recalled for training at distant intervals. Nor should 
the fact be lost sight of that the conscripts to report in November, will have had little 
experience with the machines which will come into production about the time they 
are discharged. There is another grave defect in the Conscription Act in view of the 
totality of war, and that is its failure to provide for registration of all males between 
the ages of 18 and 65, Registration would not mean that the entire male population 
would be put under arms. The principal of selective service adopted in the existing 
law would be applied, and the larger number would remain on their jobs. But there 
would be discipline throughout the nation, orderly conduct in emergencies would be 
insured, and the national morale would be developed to withstand such tragedies 
as daily and mighty are afflicting Britain. 


THN NAVAL POLICY FORMULATED BY the General Board of the Navy, and 
approved by the President, is significant in its emphasis upon personnel efficiency, 
aviation, and bases for the Fleet and plane. It prescribes as one of the missions the 
promotion of “proficiency, contentment and discipline of the personnel,” a generaliza- 
tion all can approve and support. Omitted, however, is the matter of adequate pay, 
which the commissioned personnel does not have, and which, it seems to us, should 
have been cited as a basic promoter of contentment. Due probably to British experi- 
ence, the Policy specifies Aviation us an integral part of the Navy, a long advance 
over previous pronouncements, and throughout there is frequent reference to this im- 
portant arm, In this connection, it is gratifying to note that the Policy specifically calls 
for the construction and maintenance of rigid airships so as to develop their usefulness 
for naval purposes, and cooperation in the development of commercial airships. In 
the light of such a dictum, we may expect progress in an art that, because of unhappy 
accidents, has been unfortunately neglected.

new act, the full text of which is published 
elsewhere in this issue of the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL, the base pay of the lowest 
four enlisted grades are increased as fol- 
lows: fourth, from $54 to $60 a month; 
fifth, from $42 to $54; sixth, from $30 to 
$26; and seventh, from $21 to $30. The 
old $21 a month base pay for privates is 
abolished except for the first four months 
of the first enlistment period or for those 
“whose inefliciency or other unfitness has 
been determined under regulations” to be 
promulgated by the Secretaries. 

The pay for specialist ratings remains 
the same but under the new law it is to 
be included with the base pay in comput- 
ing longevity pay, which will result in 
appreciable increases to all with such 
ratings. Under the present system, 
longevity increases are based on per- 
centages of the base pay only, for a 


ago ruled that pay for specialists ratings 
could not be included. 

Furthermore, the new act provides that 
the longevity increase shall be ten per 
cent after the completion of the first four 
years of service. At present the first 
longevity increase is only five per cent. 
Each four years additional service will re- 
sult in an increase of five per cent until 
the total increase is 25 per cent. Thus the 
total increase will be per cent, the 
same as under present law, but the maxi- 
mum increase will thus be reached upon 


2 


20 vears service. 

Thus all enlisted men below the first 
three pay grades will receive some in- 
crease in pay. Even in the first three 
grades the men with more than four and 
less than 20 years’ service will receive 
some pay boost because of the increase in 
longevity pay. 

The bill also provdies that the pay for 
specialists’ rating received at the time of 
retirement shall be included in the com- 
putation of retired pay. It is the general 
belief that this will be applied after 1 
Oct. to men now on the retired list, but 
there is some question and it is possible 
that the matter may be submitted to the 
Comptroller General for a ruling. Tlow- 
ever, there is no doubt that privates and 


who are retired after 1 Oct., will have 
their specialists pay included in comput- 
ing their retired pay. 

The increase of the pay of enlisted men 
of the sixth grade wiil be applied to Na- 
tional Guard armory drill pay, the Act 
providing that they shall receive $1.20 a 
drill period instead of $1.15 as at present. 

Official pay tables will be issued to the 
Service after the Departments have com-

Report Home Guard Bills 
(Continued from First Page) 
burden of having to handle internal as 
well as external problems. He stated that 
the War Department wishes control and 
administration of these units to remain 
in the States, with the War Department 
merely acting in an advisory capacity. It 
was stated that the bill is necessary to 
clear all doubts as to the authority of 
the Governors of the States to organize 
home defense units. 
The bill would amend See. 61 of the 
National Defense Act to read as follows: 
“No State shall maintain troops in time of 
peace other than as authorized in accordance 
with the organization prescribed under this 
Act: Provided, That nothing contained in this 
Act shall be construed as limiting the rights 
of the States and Territories in the use of 
the National Guard within their respective 
borders in time of peace: Provided further, 
That nothing contained in this Act shall pre 
vent the organization and maintenance of 
State police or constabulary: Provided 
further, That the organization by and main 
tenance within any State of military forces 
other than National Guard, is hereby au 
thorized while any part of the National Guard 
of the State concerned is in active Federal 
service or during any national emergency de 
clared by Congress or the President; how 
ever, no person shall, by reason of his mem 
bership in any such unit, be exempted from 
military service under any Federal law: And 
provided further, That the Secretary of War 
in his discretion and under regulations de 
termined by him, is authorized to issue, from 
time to time, for the use of such military 
units, to any State, upon requisition of the 
Gevernor thereof, such arms and equipment 
as may be in possession of and can be spared 
by the War Department.”

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Auto Industry and Defense 

Speaking to some 300 representatives 
of newspapers, magazines, radio and the 
trade press who attended the Press Pre- 
view luncheon preceding the display of 
the new 1941 Chrysler models in Detroit 
on 12 Sept K. T. Keller reviewed briefly 
his contacts with various war department 
heads. 

Mr. Keller discussed Chrysler Cor- 
poration’s participation in the National 
Defense program. He said in part: 

“The tank arsenal for which Chrysler 
Corporation officially broke ground yes- 
terday indicates one of the practical ways 
in which the automobile industry is co- 
operating as it should in the National De- 
fense Program. 

“Cooperation in this great national ef- 
fort, in my view, is the first order of 
business for our industry. We recognize 
it not only as a patriotic duty but as a 
great opportunity for this industry to 
demonstrate both its military and its 
civilian usefulness. 

“The automobile industry’s most sub- 
stantial contribution to national defense 
grows out of its experience in developing 
the mass production technique that 
necessary today in building for national 
security. 

“Automobile plants do not become de- 
fense equipment plants over night, but 
men experienced in automobile produc- 
tion know how to assemble the men, the 
materials and the machines that defense 
equipment manufacture on a volume basis 
requires. 

“In this connection IT recommend that 
you would all be interested in a study 
on ‘What It Takes’ namely, to build an 
automobile, which has just been issued 


is 


by the Automobile Manufacturers’ As 
sociation. 
“The United States may confidently 


rely on the men in this industry to fit 
the industry into the nation’s defense 
program in the most effective possible 
way. 

“Having in mind this determination to 
do our part, I believe the introduction 
of new passenger cars at this time takes 
on a new significance. 

“In the last twenty years a great 
change has taken place in transporta- 
tion in this country which is directly re- 
lated to national defense. I mean the es- 
sential role which the automobile, pas- 
senger car and truck, plays in our na- 
tional economy. 

“The military usefulness of the auto 
mobile was beginning to be recognized in 
the last World War. But today people 
are beginning to realize that an adequate 
national defense calls for both the civilian 
and the military usefulness of the motor 
car, 

“This I think is the industry’s oppor 


tunity—second in importance to its pa- 
triotic enlistment in national defense 
work. I believe the industry is resource- 


ful enough to take in its stride both the 
job of national defense, in so far as the 
government needs its help, and the job 


of maintaining production for civilian 
use,” 

When Mr. Keller was first called to 
Washington it was suggested that he 


make a trip to the Rock Island arsenal, 
He told his audience he had always been 
very proud of the Chrysler Engineering 
staff, and observed that the government 
had reason to be as proud of the Rock 
Island Arsenal staff. From Rock Island 
he brought 186 lbs. of blue prints to De- 
iroit, and made an army tank in wood, 
which was shellacked before assembly, 
anticipating there might be some play or 
Variance in certain parts. 

To the credit of the United States 
Army designers, Chrysler put this tank 
together piece by piece without scratch- 
Ing the paint. Mr. Keller related that 
When equipped to build tanks, there will 
be 1,000 production hours in transmission 
alone for each 25-ton tank. 

The United States Army tank is looked 
upon as one of the greatest pieces of me- 
chanical contraption Chrysler engineers 
have ever seen. It was stated that the 
Army Engineers know what they want 
ind are geared to get what they want 
and get it made properly. 

The Chrysler Corporation has turned 
ont over 3,200 four wheel drive trucks 
With various body styles and they are 
tontinuing to make them on order.

USNA Board of Visitors 


Included in the report of the Board Of 
Visitors to the United States Naval 
Academy submitted to the President were 
the following recommendations : 

The board concurred in a recommenda- 
tion of Rear Admiral Wilson Brown, 
Superintendent of the Academy, that a 
seaplane hangar be constructed across the 
Severn River to house planes stationed at 
the Academy. The board also recom- 
mended that suitable barracks be con- 
structed to house the enlisted personnel 
of the Academy and vessels stopping 
there temporarily. It was estimated that 
the hangar would cost $700,000 and the 
burracks $300,000, The board suggested 
that present quarters aboard the Reina 
Mercedes and the Cumberland be used 
for quarters for colored mess attendants. 

The board recommended that a recita- 
tion room be constructed as an extension 
to Dahlgren Hall, to house model rooms, 
torpedo rooms, and to provide additional 
class rooms und hiboratories for the de 
partments of ordnance and gunnery, 
It is estimated that this would cost $435,- 
000, To house new anti-aircraft training 
equipment, an extension of the gun shed 
north by about 50 feet at a cost of $25,000 
was approved, Gunnery training facili- 
ties and equipment were deseribed as 
“sadly inadequate.” New equipment will 
soon be obtained however. 

Purchase of a tract for a stadium from 
the Navy Athletic Association and con- 
struction of new stands at a cost of $140,- 
OOO were also recommended. 

It was recommended that better hospi- 
tal facilities be provided for the families 
of oflicers and civilian professors, and 
better quarters for medical oflicers and 
their fumilies. The board found that the 
instructional personnel is at present over- 
taxed, 

Naval Athletic Association 

The board made the following state- 
ment regarding the NAA: “The board ex- 
presses regret that the essential physical 
training program of the Naval Academy 
must depend for its support on the Navy 
Athletic Association. The board = con- 
siders this an unsound policy, since it 
exposes the program to drastic curtail- 
ment from time to time,” 

The board, in a statement of general 
policy, stated that it had given much 
time to the discussion of the feasibility 
of changing the age requirements to bring 
boys into the Academy at the beginning 
of their secondary school period, or when 
they have finished college, discarded both 
proposals and recommended that existing 
procedure be followed. 

Minority Report 

Representative Melvin Maas, of Minn., 
in an extensive minority report, argued 
that the Academy be made a post-gradu- 
ate school for graduates of Naval Re- 
serve Officer Training Corps courses in 


the universities, Ilis conclusions were: 
“It is recommended that the Naval 
Academy become a postgraduate tech 


nical school and that a requirement for 
udmission be a college degree. 

“It is further recommended that the 
teaching staff in the nonmilitary subjects 
he composed entirely of civilians and re 
tired officers. 

“It is also recommended that the pay 
scale for the civilian instructors be raised 
to that for similar instructors in our first 
grade civilian educational institutions,”

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The Moslem world has become tense as a result of the invasion 
of Egypt by Italian forces, with the British naval base at Alexandria and the Suez 
Canal as the objectives, The northern Army, commanded by Marshat Graziani, has be- 
tween 250,000 and 300,000 effectives, partly Italian, partly the tribes of Libya and 
partly German “volunteers,” including fliers, and the southern Army, with control of 
the Nile as its mission, consists of some thousands of Italian and Ethiopian nativity. 
The Graziani Army, advancing from Cyrenaica, has as its immediate objective, the 
railroad terminus at Matruh, 150 miles from Alexandria, and the southern column 
is attempting to reach Wadi Halfa, a village on the Nile, which would enable domi- 
nance of Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, and from which it could move by way of Shellal 
into fertile Egypt. To oppose the forces from Libya, the British have their Kastern 
Mediterranean fleet, English, Australian, New Zealand and some native troops, the 
numbers of which are a secret, and known to have been reinforced, However, they are 
said to be still inferior to those of Graziani. To oppose the Italian column from 
Ethiopia, there is a Sudan Defense Force, which before the war numbered approxi- 
mately 5,000 English Cavalry, Camel Corps, Sudanese soldiers, and Arab Corps. The 
Italians have an air superiority, and are using it as the Germans used it in their 
military operations in Europe. 

In attempting the invasion of Egypt, Mussolini has acted at a time when Britain 
is alone with her back to the wall, resistiug fierce bombing attacks and awaiting in- 
vasion, and when the Axis Powers appear to the rest of the world as of overwhelming 
might which it might be disastrous to oppose. As a result, the nations of the Near 
Kast are observing a precarious neutrality. Mgypt, which is about to become a battle- 
field, has a Treaty obligation to join Britain if either were attacked. Her only 
step to date was rupture of relations with Italy, and the Italians claim it was ac- 
companied by an assurance that no belligerent action would follow. At the same 
time, she notified Britain that if her territory were invaded she would declare war. 
Although the invasion has occurred, and the Graziani Army occupied Sollum on the 
Western Frontier, which was garrisoned by Egyptian troops, and has reached Sidi 
Barrani 60 miles to the east, no such declaration to date has been issued, 

The fact is that Egypt is torn by internal dissensions, and has been heavily propa- 
ganized by the Italians and Germans. While she objects to British suzerainty, she 
would object equally to Italian suzerainty. She is thus on the horns of a dilemma, 
and her situation is the more difficult because she has neither an Army nor a Navy, 
and, of course, nothing for air defense. She has a law by which some 200,000 conscripts 
are called annually, but the number of men enrolled has been around 3,000, and her 
officer strength when war broke out was only 500. She has a few old patrol vessels, 
which would be unserviceable in action. 

Unquestionably, the German and Italian High Commands realize the dangers con- 
sequent upon an invasion of Egypt and its conquest. Occupation of Cairo would 
gravely disturb Moslems throughout Africa and Asia. Militarily Egypt is a pathway to 
the Trans-Jordan and Syria, which concerns Turkey, and also to Iraq and Iran, which 
menaves Russia, That pathway passes through the lands of the Arabs, It is easy to in- 
fer that the agents and Axis propagandists have been busily engaged in efforts to in- 
duce all the peoples occupying the territory through which the Italian Armies must 
pass, to pursue at least a policy of benevolent neutrality in order that they may be freed 
from their British overlords. But British agents and propagandists likewise have been 
active, and are pointing to the situation of the Ethiopians under Italian rule. So far 
as Egypt is concerned, her acquiescence in the violation of her territory must be counted 
as a victory for Roman diplomacy, but there is still hope that she will decide to carry 
out her obligation to act as an ally with Britain. 

The common danger to their interests is expected to cause an improvement in the 
relations of Turkey and Russia. Both those countries are aroused over the establish- 
ment of a Fascist Government in Roumania, and its control by Germany, both see a 
strategic route open to Germany to the Black Sea, which is of such vital importance 
to their economy and security, and now they face the prospect of Axis domination 
of the Levant, which would threaten them from that sector. To be sure, Syria stands 
between the Trans Jordan and Turkey, but France is the helpless creature of Germany, 
and unless her forces in the territory should revolt, it would be available as an open 
way to Turkey. 

It is evident, therefore that Mussolini is dicing with fate in his invasion of Egypt. 
It may prove a turning point in the war, especially should Britain throw attacking 
German Armies back across the Channel. Reports from Rome suggest that the march 
into Egypt is merely a feint, that it is intended to prevent British attack upon the 
Italian naval base in the Dodecanese Islands, and that Mussolini’s real design is upon 
Greece. While undoubtedly it is his purpose to acquire Greece and to defend the 
Dodecanese Islands, the strength of forces he is using in Egypt indicates he hus in view 
the control of the Suez Canal, and occupation of the British base at Alexandria. Once 
those are in his possession, England’s command of the Kastern Mediterranean would 
be lost, and her short route to India and the Far East closed. 











Air Corps—For a little over five years the 10th Transport Group has quietly been 
carrying out the highly essential job of transporting by air the supplies and assem- 
blies urgently needed by outlying stations. More and more it is called upon to trans- 
port ferry pilots, to take inspection personnel to district offices, to arrange flights 
for Congressional parties, and this year in mid-summer, it provided a 15-plane flight 
which carried 450 West Point Cadets, in three increments, to Langley Field, to 
Wright Field, and back to the Academy. 

Although regularly scheduled flights are maintained in any weather conditions 
that do not ground commercial air line flights, the 10th Transport Group has never 
lost an airplane nor the life of a single pilot or passenger in a scheduled flight. On a 
basis of miles flown and traffic moved, it ranks sixth in the list of commercial air 
lines in this country. This performance has been attained with a still existing 
shortage of first pilots. There are at present 47 first pilots for 45 transports, and it 
is this shortage of manpower which limits operations to day flights. 

The report for the calendar year of 1939 provides a broad picture of the 10th 
Transport Group operations: pounds of cargo moved, 4,034,000; passengers carried, 
2,170; miles flown, 2,517,000; hours flown 16,790. Figures for the first six months 
of 1940 show a general increase of 100 per cent: pounds of cargo moved, 3,395,000; 
passengers carried, 2,345; miles flown, 1,928,000; hours flown, 16,398. 

Organized in July 1935, the 10th Transport Group originally consisted of one 





squadron of two C-27 Bellancas attached to each air depot. In 1936 these were aug- 
mented by two DC-2’s per squadron. During 1938, payloads and speeds were again 
increased with the addition of twenty-four C-39’s to the 10th Transport Group, bring- 
ing the total strength to thirty-two. (The C-27’s had been disposed of in the mean- 
time). Service was expanded in 1938 to include regular inter-depot flights, and 
subsequently, coast-to-coast flights. This resulted primarily from the urgency of 
keeping an even flow of Government furnished equipment from factories in the East 
to aircraft factories on the West Coast. By air, this movement normally requires 
two to two-and-one-half days. Water shipment by Army transport through the 
Panama Canal sometimes took as long as six months, due to the shortage of 
transports. On 9 August a regular weekly flight was inaugurated between the San 
Antonio and Panama air depots, a distance of 2,116 miles, via Mexico. Looking 
ahead, there is some probability that a squadron will be attached to the Ogden Air 
Depot, and the depot under construction at Mobile will be demanding similar con- 
sideration. 

The Air Corps recently completed a four-reel sound motion picture film, entitled 
“Wings of the Army,” depicting the history of the Army Air Corps from its inception 
to the.present date. This is considered a very good film which it is believed will prove 
of general interest to Air Corps personnel. It is very suitable for public relations 
use in creating interest in the Air Corps. 

The film is available in both 35 mm, and 16 mm. sound. The film is not available 
for showing to civil organizations until the Air Corps stations have had a chance 
to view it first.

Marine Corps—The 4,600 man inerease in the authorized enlisted strength of the 
Marine Corps announced in the ArMy AND NAvy JOURNAL last week, will, as pre- 
viously stated, not go into the creation of any new tactical units, but will round out 
present organizations. The Fleet Marine Force, exclusive of aviation, will get 2,974 
additional men, giving it an enlisted strength of 17,115. Aviation will get 100 men, 
a total of 1,969. Foreign stations will get 214, or 3,466 in all. Detachments aboard 
naval vessels will be increased by 262 men to a total of 3,670. One thousand men 
will be added to naval activities in the United States, placing 6,104 in such activities 
as navy yard detachments, and the like. One hundred men will be added to Marine 
Corps activities, giving a total of 3,547 for rifle range detachments, service troops, 
base maintenance troops and the like. Fifty will be added to the non-available list, 
which will then number 2,702. 

Present authorized strength of 34,000 is expected to be reached within a few 
days, but Marine recruiters will continue their efforts until the new strength of 
38,600 is reached—unless, meanwhile, Congress raises strength of the corps to the 
proposed 50,000 men. 

Perhaps it’s just a tempest in a teapot, but Washington Marines from the High 
Command down to the lowest enlisted grades are seething with mingled feelings of 
amusement and indignation engendered when Mr, Frank C. Waldrop, Foreign and 
Political Editor of the Washington T'imes-Herald on 15 Sept. related the sad story 
of Karl. Earl, according to Mr. Waldrop, who recited his record, had had numerous 
brushes with the law, a lottery charge, a petty larceny charge and more than one 
drunkenness charge. Accordingly the Marine recruiting sergeant to whom Earl went 
to turn over a new leaf, turned thumbs down on Earl’s application for enlistment. 
Mr. Waldrop’s plaint, however, was directed principaily against a “fathead” major 
in Marine Headquarters who refused to review said sergeant’s decision. “Don’t you 
think,” asks Mr. Waldrop of nobody in particular, “it’s tough on Earl, who wants 
to stay out of jail?’ 

Public retorts came promptly. Corps. John FE. Harrison and Frank lL. Few, and 
Pvts. 1 cl. Ernest Di Luigi, Charles O. Walker, B. F, Gaitley, Norbert V. Rick, M. D. 
Boynton, T. A. McOnally, jr., and Thomas J. Cardell, writing to the editor of Mr. 
Waldrop’s paper, stated, “We still feel that our Headquarters is fully competent to 
decide the type of men that are wanted in the Marine Corps. We in the Marine Corps 
are of the opinion that the fatheadedness, as Mr. Waldrop puts it, is on his side and 
not the major’s.” “Mr. Waldrop,” said An Interested Reader, “will have to admit 
he (Karl) doesn’t have a very good looking record. I wonder if Mr. Waldrop thinks 
he is trying to take the place of one of our majors in the Marine Corps. I wonder 
if he thinks he can fill the office of that major.” 

And down at Headquarters they aren’t saying a word—-publicly. But if you ask 
they will point to three drunkenness convictions since February and tell you that 
Earl’s record is not an old one he’s trying to live down, that if he had been in the 
Corps and had committed any of those offenses he would now probably be on the out- 
side looking in, that there are 34,000 young fellows and old fellows already in the 
Marine Corps who might not be there, some of them, if they felt Earl was going 
to be their barracks buddy. 

Instructions are being issued to Marine paymasters, informing them of increases 
in the enlisted pay and longevity which become effective 1 Oct. Full details of these 
increases will be found elsewhere in this paper. 


Armory Construction—As 60,000 National Guardsmen in 26 states reported this 
week to their armories, and an additicnal 37,500 were scheduled for active duty oD 
15 Oct., Federal Works officials reported that the Publie Works Administration and 
the Work Projects Administration have built or improved during the past sevet 
years more than 38 per cent of the 1,722 armories in the continental United States 
and Hawaii. 

In addition to the 662 armories, improvement and construction work have bee 
done by Federal Works Agency units on all of the 21 aviation fields of National 
Guard squadrons. More than 60 National Guard camps have been improved and 
more than 1,800 buildings used by the National Guard have been built or improved 
by the Federal Works Agency. The total expenditure on all of this work as of #9 
June was $66,971,232, of which the Federal government contributed, through PWA 
and WPA, $48,116,380. 

Armories and armory additions constructed in the United States mainland and 
Hawaii were built of brick, stone or concrete. Hangars and runways have bee? 
built, and fields cleared, drained and graded on National Guard airports. New build- 
ings, utilities systems, and tent bases, roads and other facilities have been built at 
guard camps. These facilities for the National Guard, which do not include im 
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provements and construction for regular Army posts frequently used by the Guard, 
have resulted in improved training and morale of the National Guard, the report to 
Administrator Carmody states. 

Public Works Administration has built 43 new armories, improved 17, con- 
structed Guard facilities at three airports and improved 62 National Guard camps, 
at a total estimated cost of $16,838,936, of which the Federal expenditure as of 30 
June amounted to $7,119,676. Work Projects Administration built 275 new armories, 
improved 327 existing armories, built 502 new buildings and improved 1,356 addi- 
tional buildings used by the National Guard. The total estimated cost of the Na- 
tional Guard work by WPA was $50,132,296. Of this sum the Federal expenditure 
was $40,999,704 and the sponsor’s contribution $9,133,592. 


Remount Program—Inclusion in the new estimates sent to Congress this week of 
$3,386,340 for the purchase of animals for the Army will vastly increase the purchas- 
ing task of the Army Remount Service of the Quartermaster Corps. Under the 
original purchasing program a total of 6,142 animals were to be procured, of which 
4,089 already have been purchased leaving 2,053 yet to buy to complete that program. 
Of the total number to be procured under the original program 3,612 were to be riding 
horses (including 524 for the National Guard), 379 draft horses, and 2,151 
mules. In addition to this total, the Second Supplementary Estimates, 
Congress recently, provided funds for the purchase of 1,416 riding horses. 
to be purchased by 15 Nov. 1940. 

The new program, included in the estimates now before Congress, will, accord- 
ing to reports, result in the purchase of some 19,800 horses in addition to 17,000 now 
in service. 
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Navy Line Changes—A number of orders affecting ranking officers of the Navy 
were issued this week. Rear Adm. Ralston S. Holmes, commander of destroyers, 
Battle Force, now under treatment at the Pearl Harbor, T. H1., Naval Hospital, has 
been relieved from his command. Upon discharge from the Pearl Harbor hospital 
he will go to the nearest Naval Hospital on the Pacific Coast. He will be succeeded 
as commander of destroyers, Battle Force, by Rear Adm. Milo F. Draemel, who is 
now commander of destroyer flotilla one. Admiral Draemel will have additional duty 
as commander of destroyer flotilla two. Rear Adm, Robert A. Theobold, now com- 
mander of cruiser division 3, will succeed Admiral Draemel as commander of de- 
stroyer flotilla one. Admiral Theobold’s post will be filled by Capt. Felix X. Gygax, 
who will be detached from the Office of Naval Operations about 30 Sept. 

Captain Gygax, soon to become rear admiral, is head of the Naval Reserve 
Policy Division. He will be succeeded in that post by Capt. John F. Shafroth, jr., who 
is now in Washington. Captain Shafroth was commanding officer of the USS In 
dianapolis, flagship of the Scouting Force. 


Corps of Engineers—In connection with reorganization of the Army's triangular 
divisions, corresponding changes will be made in the organization, equipment and 
strength of the engineer combat battalions. Each company will be increased from 
9) to 176 enlisted men, while the present headquarters detachment will become a 
headquarters company of 88 enlisted men, complete with its own facilities for mess. 
The number of motorized air compressors assigned to each lettered company will be 
changed from 2 to 1. Four portable water purification units, each of 900 gallon per 
hour capacity, will be included in the equipment carried by the Headquarters Com 
pany. This company will also have with its organic equipment: 1 motorized power 
earth auger, 10 assault boats and 1 electric lighting set. Three sets of infantry 
intrenching equipment will be carried on six 1-ton cargo trailers, while similar cargo 
trailers will be utilized in carrying platoon tools, mess equipment, water supply 
equipment and supplementary equipment. To improve the communication facilities 
of the battalion, 10 solo motorcycles will be added to the present 4 motorcycles with 
side car. A 24%-ton cargo truck with crane will be furnished Headquarters Company 
for motor repair equipment and work. 

The basic work unit of the battalion will be the squad or “Operating Unit.” 
Each operating unit will consist of a sergeant, foreman; a corporal, sub-foreman; 1 
private, bridge carpenter; 2 privates, general carpenter; 1 private, demolition man; 
1 private, elecirician: 1 private, jackhammer man; 2 privates, general mechanic; 
2 privates, general rigger; and 1 private, chauffeur. Hach operating unit will have a 
1%-ton dump truck for transportation of its personnel and unit tools. There will 
be actually 12 men of each unit available for any job to which they may be assigned, 
while the normal position of the chauffeur will be with his truck. There will be 3 
operating units in each platoon, and 3 platoons in each lettered company of the 
combat battalion. The new Table of Organization that has been prepared for the 
combat battalion provides, in addition to all individuals who are actually assigned 
jobs as listed for the Operating Unit above, 56 privates who are called “basic” and 
who are to be used for fillers and replacements. Thus it is hoped the new battalion 
will be able to function with its full power despite losses which may be expected due 
to special duty and other requirements, as well as casualties. 

During the month all Tables of Organization for engineer units will be revised. 
Revised Table of Organization for the heavy ponton battalion has already been ap- 
proved, the new heavy ponton battalion consisting of 2 lettered companies, each 
with a strength of 190 enlisted men and a headquarters and service company with 
a strength of 82. The total enlisted strength of the heavy ponton battalion is 462. 
The equipment to be furnished the new heavy ponton battalion differs very markedly 
from that formerly set up and issued. The heavy ponton equipage (25-ton, model 
1940) has been redesigned to carry the medium tank. The model 1940 equipage will 
be carried on semi-trailers, the prime movers for which will be 4-ton, 6x6, truck 
tractors. There are 64 semi-trailers with truck tractors in the new Heavy Ponton 
Battalion. 

To date, the 21st Engineer Regiment, Aviation, and the 28th Engineer Regiment, 
Aviation (less 3d Battalion), have been activated for work with the GHQ Air Force. 
The tentative Table of Organization provides for a headquarters and service com- 
Pany of 260 men, and 3 battalions, each of 3 lettered companies, of 270 men each. 
Included in the headquarters and service company are 3 field sections containing 
technical personnel and power equipment which can be used to augment battalions 
or lettered companies in the field. The headquarters and service company of the 
Aviation Regiment also contains topographic and camouflage sections. The topo- 
staphic section is equipped with a mobile map reproduction plant similar to that of 
the Corps Topographic Company. The supplementary equipment of the aviation 
regiment provides a large number of heavy bulldozers, rollers, graders and other 





power equipment for the rapid construction, maintenance and repair of air fields, 
The 28th Engineer Regiment, Aviation, (less 2d and 3d Battalions) is now at Annette 
Island, Alaska, where it is engaged in work on the construction of a new air field 
near Ketchikan, Alaska. 

Engineer Shop Companies and Engineer Depot Companies have long been pro- 
vided for in mobilization plans and in Tables of Organization. Recently the 56th 
Engineer Shop Company and the 304th Engineer Depot Company were activated at 
Ft. Belvoir, Va, Although the present organization of these units follows closely the 
general outlines of the 1938 Tables of Organization, they are in the nature of ex- 
perimental units; their experience will enable more adequate organizations to be 
provided for in the future. 

Col. J. Franklin Bell, USA-Ret., formerly of the Corps of Engineers, has accepted 
the position of editor of The Military Engineer and executive secretary of The 
Society of American Military Engineers. Colonel Bell succeeds Maj. William Bowie 
who died on 28 Aug. 1940. 


Naval Construction—Substantial progress has been made in Naval construction 
during the month of August, evidenced by a comparison of the shipbuilding construc- 
tion reports of 1 Aug. and 1 Sept. During the period a seventh battleship was laid 
down on the ways, a former Secretary of the Navy officiating at the laying of the 
keel of the New Jersey at Philadelphia Navy Yard. The New Jersey is the first of 
the 45,000-ton battleships to go on the ways. On 19 Aug. the keel of the cruiser 
Columbia was laid at New York Shipbuilding Corp. On 11 Sept. the submarine Drum, 
placed on order only three months earlier, was laid down at Portsmouth Navy Yard, 
On 3} Sept. the keel of the destroyer Macom) was laid at Bath Iron Works, and the 
following day the Corry went on the ways at Charleston Navy Yard. 
Two submarines were placed in commission during the month 
15 Aug. and the Thresher was delivered by Electric Boat Company on 27 Aug. and 
commissioned. On 5 Sept. the destroyer Charles F, Hughes was commissioned at 
Puget Sound Navy Yard, and a day later the Hilary DP. Jones entered service at 
Charleston Navy Yard. Two minesweepers, the Raven and Osprey, laid down on 28 
June 1939 at Norfolk Navy Yard, were launched together 24 Aug. The submarine 
Grayling was launched 4 Sept.

Army Dental Corps—-An outline of the expansion necessary in the Dental Corps 
to meet the needs of the enlarged Army was given to members of the American 
Dental Association at their convention in Cleveland, Ohio, last week by Brig. Gen. 
Ieigh C. Fairbank, chief of the corps. The present corps of 500 officers will have to 
be increased to about 3,000 officers, General Fairbank stated. Most of this increase 
will come from the Dental Reserve, approximately 190 members of which are now 
on extended active duty or under orders for such duty. The Dental Reserve has 
1,600 officers who will be canvassed for active duty first, General Fairbank stated. 
The Dental Corps chief was accompanied to the convention by two other officers 
from the Surgeon General's office—-Col. Don G. Moore, DC, and Lt. Col. Roy A. 
Stout, DC, 


Army Construction—Although recently enacted legislation permitting 
the Corps of Engineers to participate in permanent Army construction to relieve some 
of the burden on the Quartermaster Corps, plans have not yet been made to assign 
any of this work to the Engineers. Participation of the Corps of Engineers, it was 
learned this week, would probably not be in the field of design, now carried out by 
the Quartermaster Corps. Rather, the assistance of the Engineers would be that of 
construction supervisors, and the various District Engineer offices throughout the 
country may be called upon to supervise construction projects in their vicinities, 


Congress 


Army Nurse Corps—The present limitation upon the number of assistant super- 
intendents, Army Nurse Corps, will be removed if Congress passes the Third De- 
ficiency Bill as introduced this week. This bill, carrying funds to put the selective 
service act into operation, contains a clause which removes the limit of six assistant 
superintendents. If the clause is enacted into law, as many as 2O assistant super- 
intendents may be carried in the Nurse Corps. At present, there is one assistant 
superintendent in the Office of the Surgeon General, one at Walter Reed, one at Ft. 
Sam Houston, one at William Beaumont General Hospital, one at Letterman General 
Hospital and one at Fitzsimons General Hospital, It is considered desirable to have 
un assistant superintendent, with rank of captain, at all general hospitals, at all 
station hospitals having 1,000 beds or more, and in the Philippine, Puerto Rican and 
Hawaiian Departments, 

The Army expects to promote about 1 Oct. 23 nurses to chief nurse to fill vacan- 
cles caused by retirements and by expansion of the Nurse Corps. Examinations of 
qualified nurses were held at various stations on 3 Sept. 

Strength of the regular Nurse Corps is being expanded from 700 to 1,135 to 
meet needs of the enlarged Army. Present number of Regular nurses is 990, and 
additions are being made as rapidly as qualified applicants can be obtained. In 
addition extended active duty will be given to 4,019 Reserve Nurses, in connection 
with induction of the National Guard and of draftees, Beginning 16 Sept., 431 Reserve 
nurses are being placed on active duty to serve the first group of National Guards- 
men inducted. Another group of 215 will be called on 15 Oct. By 1 June 1941, it is 
planned to have 861 nurses on duty with the Guardsmen and 3,158 nurses with the 
conscriptees. 

These Reserve nurses are being obtained by Corps Area commanders from Red 
Cross registers, and are being enrolled in grade of nurse, with base pay of $70 a 
month, The Red Cross lists about 15,000 nurses who are willing to serve in the Army 
under certain conditions, 

Applications for appointments in the permanent corps of Nurses should be 
made to the Superintendent of the Army Nurse Corps, War Department, Washing- 
ton, D. C. Age limits are 22 to 30 years of age. Reserve Nurses may be enrolled up 
to a maximum of 30 years of age. They must have had at least a high school edu- 
cation, have graduated from an approved nurses’ training course, and must pass 
the required physical examination. 


Flying Secretary Returns—Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox returned to his desk 
in Washington Thursday, 19 Sept., after two weeks spent in flying visits to Naval 
facilities in continental United States and Hawaii. The Secretary's trip took him 
to San Francisco, to Pearl Harbor to inspect the base there, then to sea with the 
United States Fleet for five days, then to San Diego and San Pedro. 
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Upon his return to the mainland, 16 Sept., the former newspaper publisher met 
newspapermen on several occasions. He disclosed that approximately 100 vessels 
of the fleet would come from Hawaii to the mainland in three groups, each remaining 
about two weeks, during which time vessels would be overhauled and their personnel 
given shore leave, The first group of 30 vessels left Hawaii 16 Sept. for the -acific 
Coast, Secretary Knox stated, with Admiral J. O. Richardson, commander-in-chief 
aboard. When this contingent returns to Hawaii, the second will leave the territory 
for the mainland, to be followed by the third group when the second returns. 

Mr. Knox also said that no time is being lost in the improvement of the island 
bases leased from Great Britain. The Panama Canal, he said, was vulnerable only 
from the air. “The natural ground of that area makes a land attack virtually im- 
possible,” he pointed out. “An attack by surface ships also would not be likely. 
God help any battleship that would get within range of coast guns there. The anti- 
aircraft defenses have been strengthened, too. However, aircraft itself is the best 
defense against an air attack, and for that reason we are getting more planes and 
more bases.” 

The Secretary also discussed briefly plans for construction of a flotilla of “mos- 
quito” boats for the West Coast, saying, “I suppose it need not be a secret that a 
flotilla of small, fast torpedo boats will be built for this area.” 


Signal Corps—During the recent hurricane which struck Ft. Moultrie and Ft. 
Screven, all means of communication were torn down and it was necessary to estab- 
lish emergency radio communications with the stricken areas. The commanding gen- 
eral of the 4th Corps Area called upon Ft. Benning to assist. Ft. Benning sent Ser- 
geant Robert J. Bailes of Flight “B,” 16th Observation Squadron, Air Corps, and 
Private First Class Buford T. Phillips of the Detachment, 5th Signal Service com- 
pany. They left with a mobile radio truck, equipped with the latest two way radio 
equipment. That their mission was successful is evidenced in the following quotations 
from a letter recently received from Lieutenant General S. D. Embick, corps area 
commander, by Brigadier General Walter Kk. Prosser, acting commanding general of 
Kt. Benning: 

“The work of the radio operators, first in getting to the scene of action through 
difficulties, and second in operating both at It. Moultrie and CCC Camp 460 near Ft. 
Screven, is worthy of commendation in all respects. Please accept my personal thanks 
and convey to those in your command who had part in this undertaking my warmest 
appreciation for their good work.” 


Naval Reserve Aeronautics Men—The Bureau of Navigation stated this week that 
it intends to eliminate eventually from the Organized and Volunteer Naval Reserve 
virtually all employees of the aviation industry and of the federal government whose 
value to the national defense in their civilian status is greater than that in their mili- 
tary status, and whose availability for mobilization is therefore doubtful. This will 
be accomplished, first, by discharging all members of the aviation branch of the 
Organized and Volunteer Reserve employed by the Civil Aeronautics Authority or 
in the aviation industry who are not available for immediate mobilization, except 
those whose services are especially desired and who are available within 30 days 
after mobilization day. Second, all those members of the aviation branch of the 
Organized Reserve employed by the Civil Aeronautics Authority or in the aviation 
industry who are not available for immediate mobilization but whose services are 
especially desired and who will be available within 30 days will be transferred to the 
Volunteer Reserve as fast as conditions will permit. 

The general policy of the Bureau of Navigation in carrying this plan out was 
embodied in a letter (Naval Reserve Circular Letter No, 30-40) sent to the com- 
mandants of all Naval Districts and of Washington Navy Yards. 


More Auxiliary Bids Postponed—Date of opening proposals for construction of ten 
seaplane tenders in lots of two, four or six has been postponed by the Navy Depart- 
ment from 25 Sept. to 16 Oct. Revised bidder’s data will be furnished prospective bid- 
ders on 25 Sept. Last week, as reported in these columns, opening date of bids for 
constructing eight mine sweepers in lots of two, three or four was postponed from 
18 Sept. to 80 Oct., so that revised specifications could be prepared. Navy Department 
officials would not comment on the nature of the changes to be made in either type of 
vessel, 


Draft to Promote Regulars—Many more enlisted men of the Army probably will 
earn promotions when operation of the new Selective Service Act sends draftees into 
their units for a year’s training. These draftees will be employed to fill Regular Army 
and National Guard units to full war strength, and the President will be asked to 
authorize pay for the grades and ratings allotted to units at war strength by the 
various tables of organization. If the resultant authority is granted by the President, 
a large number of promotions will be made. 

Both Regulars and the trainees will be eligible for promotion, but due to the in- 
experience of the draftees and their short tenure of service, few of that group are 
expected to advance beyond corporal or the lower specialist ratings. The bulk of the 
increase in the higher grades and ratings will go to Regulars. 


Chaplains’ Corps—Among the resolutions adopted by the Chaplains’ Association 
of the United States at its training conference in New York is one which recommends 
that wherever a chaplain may be assigned—post, camp or station—provision be made 
for the assignment of a suitable enlisted man as the chaplain’s assistant. It was 
recommended that provision be made in tables of organization for attachment or 
assignment of an enlisted man as chaplain’s assistant, in an appropriate grade, with 
qualifications of a suitable clerk. 

Another resolution adopted requests the Chief of Chaplains to take steps towards 
obtaining for each regiment or similar tactical unit of the Army entitled to the 
services of a chaplain a four-wheeled transportation and equipment unit for the 
chaplain’s use. The unit, it was recommended, should have a steel body, a door in 
the rear, and tires and motor part interchangeable with light ambulance units. The 
unit should be equipped with folding altar which may be set up in the door of the 
unit, a Mass kit, two folding seats and screen for use in hearing confessions, folding 
field organ, a container with field song and service books, a communion kit, container 
for testaments, prayer books, bibles, and the like, container for stationery, field desk, 
victrola with amplifier equipped to play 16-inch transcriptions and microphone, con- 
tainer for personal effects committed to the chaplain for safekeeping, a graves’ regis- 
tration file, folding pulpit desk, small canvas bags for personal effects of wounded 
or deceased soldiers,

Midshipman-Cadet Increase 

Representative Case, of S. D., this week 
introduced a bill, IER 10502, which would 
authorize an increase of 24 cadets at the 
Military Academy and 24 Midshipmen at 
the Naval Academy, to be appointed by 
the President. 

The measure provides that of the An 
napolis appointments, six must be made 
from the sons of Navy and Marine Corps 
officers and six from the sons of warrant 
officers and enlisted men of the Navy and 
Marine Corps. Of the Military Academy 
appointments, six would have to be made 
from among the sous of Army oflicers and 
six from among the sons of warrant offi 
cers and enlisted men of the Army. The 
bill has been referred to the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee. 


Selective Service 

With Vresidential signature on the 
Selective Service law, the 16 Oct. having 
been set as registration day, plans for the 
smooth operation of the draft system went 
forward this week, 

The Senate, in passing the excess profits 
tax bill, added an amendment to provide 
insurance benefits, preserve Social Secur- 
ity rights, preserve benefits under the 
Railroad Retirement Act and provide un- 
employment insurance for the draftees, 
The amendment worded that the 
resident may issue executive orders to 
accomplish the ends indicated and may 
use any Federal agency in doing so, 

In passing both the Selective Service 
Act and the National Guard active duty 
aet, Congress wrote in provisions protect- 
ing the men affected from eviction, loss of 
material bought on time and on condi- 
tional sales contracts, ete. However, the 
War Department does not believe that the 
language used is clear enough and for this 
reason, bills have been introduced in both 
houses clearly setting forth the protection 
afforded draftees and Guardsmen. The 
bills are nearly identical, One, 8S, 4270, 
has been reported favorably by the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee and hearings 
were held on the other bill this week by 
the louse Military Affairs Committee. 
When a final bill is enacted and signed by 
the President, it will superceed the protec- 
tion clauses in the Selective Service and 
National Guard bills, 

Concluding a three-day session in Wash- 
ington this week, delegates to the conven- 
tion of the Association of State and Terri- 
torial Health Officers approved several 
programs with widespread effects in the 
defense program. Announced by Dr, 
Thomas Parran, Surgeon General of the 
United States Public Health Service, who 
called the meeting, the proposals look to 
corrective treatment of trainees with 
minor and correctable defects. Listed 
aumong these are varicose veins, hernia, 
infected tonsils and eye afflictions of a 
minor nature. Mass blood tests for all 
trainees to determine the presence of 
venereal diseases would also be given. 
George St. J. Perrott, Public Health Ser- 
Vice statistician, estimated that the pro- 
gram would involve expenditures of about 
$25,000,000,

Gen. Honeycutt Dedicates 
Theatre 

Brig. Gen. Francis W. Honeyeutt, who 
assumed command of Fort Bragg and the 
Ninth Division on 18 Sept. greeted the 
enlisted personnel of the Division for the 
first time Sunday night, 15 Sept., at the 
dedication of an open-air theatre in the 
tented city of the division. 

General Honeycutt in a short talk wel- 
comed the division, made up mainly of 
recruits who have enlisted in the Army 
within the last two months. The theatre 
was constructed by enlisted personnel of 
the Division under the supervision of 
technical experts from Washington and 
Maj. P. HL. Timothy, 15th Engineers, the 
Division Engineer. 
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Text of Act for Selective Service and for Increasing Enlisted Pay 


OLLOWING is the full text of the 

Selective Training and Service Act of 
1940 as signed by President Roosevelt 
on 16 Sept. 

The provisions increasing the pay of 
enlisted men of the Army and Marine 
Corps are contained in Section 12 of this 


Act. 

An act to provide for the common defense 
by increasing the personnel of the armed 
forces of the United States and providing for 
its training. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, that (A) the 
Congress hereby declares that it is impera- 
tive to inerease and train the personnel of 
the armed forces of the United States. 

(8) The Congress further declares that in 
a free society the obligations and privileges 
of military training and service should be 
shared generally in accordance with a fair 
and just system of selective compulsory mill- 
tary training and service, 

(C) The Congress further declares, in ac- 
cordance with our traditional military policy 
as expressed in the national defense act of 
1916, as amended, that it is essential that the 
strength and organization of the National 
Guard, as an integral part of the first-line 
defenses of this nation, be at all times main- 
tnined and assured, To this end, it is the 
intent of the Congress that whenever the Con 
wress shall determine that troops are needed 
for the national security in excess of those 
of the regular army and those in active train- 
ing and service under Section 3 (B), the Na- 


tional Guard of the United States, or such 
part thereof as may be necessary, shall be 
ordered to active Federal service and con- 


tinued therein so long as such necessity ex- 
ists. 
Registration 

Sec, 2. Except as otherwise provided in this 
act, it shall be the duty of every male eitizen 
of the United States, and of every male alien 
residing in the United States, who, on the 
day or days fixed for the first or any subse- 
quent registration, is between the ages of 
twenty-one and thirty-six, to present himself 
for and submit to registration at such time 
or ties and place or places, and in such man- 
ner and in such age group or groups, as shall 
be determined by rules and regulations pre 
seribed hereunder. 

Sec. 8. (A) Except as otherwise provided 
in this act, every male citizen of the United 
States, and every male alien residing in the 
United States who has declared his intention 
to become such a citizen, between the ages of 
twenty-one and thirty-six at the time fixed 
for his registration, shall be liable for train 
ing and service in the land or naval forces 
of the United States. The President is auth- 
orized from time to time, whether or not a 
state of war exists, to select and induct into 
the land and naval forces of the United States 
for training and service, in the manner pro- 
vided in this act, such number of men as in 
his judgment is required for such forees in 
the national interest: Provided, that within 


the limits of the quota determined under 
Section 4 (B) for the subdivision in which 


he resides, any person, regardless of race or 
color, between the ages of eighteen and thirty- 
six, shall be afforded an opportunity to vol- 
unteer for induction into the land or naval 
forces of the United States for the training 
and service prescribed in subsection (B), but 
no person who so volunteers shall be inducted 
for such training and service so long as he is 
deferred after classification: Provided fur- 
ther, that no man shall be inducted for train- 
ing and service under this act unless and un- 
til he is acceptable to the land or naval forces 
for such training and service and his physical 
and mental fitness for such training and ser- 
vice has been satisfactorily determined: Pro- 
vided further, that no men shall be inducted 
for such training and service until adequate 
provision shall have been made for such shel- 
ter, sanitary facilities, water supplies, heat- 
ing and lighting arrangements, medical care 
and hospital accommodations, for such men, 
as may be determined by the Secretary of 
War or the Secretary of the Navy, as the case 
may be, to be essential to public and personal 
health: Provided further, that except in time 
of war there shall not be in active training or 
service in the land forces of the United States 
at any one time under Subsection (B) more 
than nine hundred thousand men and in- 
ducted under the provisions of this act. The 
men inducted into the land or naval forces 
for training and service under this act shall 
be assigned to camps or units of such forces. 

(B) Each man inducted under the provi- 
sions of subsection (A) shall serve for a train- 
ing and service period of twelve consecutive 
months, unless sooner discharged, except 
that whenever the Congress has declared that 
the national interest is imperiled, such 
twelve-month period may be extended by the 
President to such time as may be necessary 
in the interests of national defense. 

(C) Each such man, after the completion 
of his period of training and service under 








subsection (B), shall be transferred to a re- 
serve component of the land or naval forces 
of the United States; and until he attains 
the age of forty-five, or until the expiration 
of a period of ten years after such transfer, 
or until he is discharged from such reserve 
component, whichever occurs first, he shall 
be deemed to be a member of such reserve 
component and shall be subject to such addi- 
tional training and service as may now or 
hereafter be prescribed by law: Provided, 
that-any man who completes at least twelve 
months’ training and service in the land 
forces under subsection (B), and who there 
after serves satisfactorily in the regular Army 
or in the active National Guard for a period 
of at least two years, shall, in time of peace, 
be relieved from any liability to serve in any 
reserve component of the land or naval forces 
of the United States and from further liabil- 
ity for the training and service under sub- 
section (B), but nething in this subsection 
shall be construed to prevent any such man, 
while in a reserve component of such forces, 
from being ordered or called to active duty 
in such forces. 


Benefits 

(d) With respect to the men indueted for 
training and service under this act there shall 
be paid, allowed and extended the same pay, 
allowances, pensions, disability and death 
compensation and other benefits as are pro- 
vided by law in the case of other enlisted men 
of like grades and length of service of that 
component of the land or naval forces to 
which they are assigned, and after transfer 
to a reserve component of the land or naval 
forces as provided in subsection (c) there 
shall be paid, allowed and extended with re 
spect to them the same benefits as are pro 
vided by law in like cases with respect to 
other members of such reserve component. 
Men in such training and service and men 
who have heen so transferred to reserve com- 
ponents shall have an opportunity to qualify 
for promotion, 

(e) Persons inducted into the land forces 
of the United States under this act shall not 
be employed beyond the limits of the West- 
ern Hemisphere except in the territories and 
possessions of the United States, including 
the Philippine Islands. 

(f) Nothing contained in this or any other 
act shall be construed as forbidding the pay- 
ment of compensation by any person, firm 
or corporation to persons inducted in the land 
or naval forces of the United States for train- 
Ing and service under this act, or to members 
of the reserve components of such forces now 
or hereafter on any type of active duty, who, 
prior to their induction or commencement of 
active duty, were receiving compensation 
from such person, firm or corporation. 

See, 4. (A) The selection of men for train- 
ing and service under Section 3 (other than 
those who are voluntarily inducted pursuant 
to this act) shall be made in an impartial 
manner, under such rules and regulations as 
the President may prescribe, from the men 
who are liable for such training and service 
ond who at the time of selection are regis- 
tered and classified but not deferred or ex- 
empted; provided, that in the selection and 
training of men under this act, and in the 
interpretation and execution of the provisions 
of this act, there shall be no discrimination 
egainst any person on account of race or 
color, 

(B) Quotas of men te be inducted for train- 
ing and service under this act shall be deter- 
mined for each state, territory and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and for subdivisions there- 
of, on the basis of the actual number of men 
in the several states, territories and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and the subdivisions there- 
of, who are liable for such training and ser- 
vice but who are not deferred after classifica- 
tion, except that credits shall be given in 
fixing such quotas for residents of such sub- 
divisions who are in the land and naval forces 
of the United States on the date fixed for de- 
termining such quotas. After such quotas are 
fixed, credits shall be given in filling such 
quotas for residents of such subdivisions who 
subsequently become members of such forces. 
Until the actual numbers necessary for de- 
termining the quotas are known, the quotas 
may be based on estimates, and subsequent 
adjustments therein shall be made when such 
actual numbers are known. All computations 
under this subsection shall be made in ac- 
cordance with such rules and regulations as 
the President may prescribe, 

Sec. 5. (A) Commissioned officers, warrant 
officers, pay clerks, and enlisted men of the 
Regular Army, the Navy, the Marine Corps, 
the Coast Guard, the Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey, the Public Health Service, the Federally 
recognized active National Guard, the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corp, the Regular Army Re- 
serve, the enlisted Reserve Corps, the Naval 
Reserve and the Marine Corps Reserve; 
cadets, United States Military Academy; mid- 
shipmen, United States Naval Academy; 
cadets, United States Coast Guard Academy ; 
men who have been accepted for admittance 
(commencing with the academic year next 
succeeding such acceptance) to the United 
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States Military Academy 
United States Naval Academy as midship- 
men, or to the United States Coast Guard 
Academy as cadets, but only during the con- 
tinuance of such acceptance; cadets of the 
advanced course, senior division, Reserve Of- 
ficers’ Training Corps or Naval Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Training Corps; and diplomatic repre- 
sentatives, technical attaches of foreign em- 
bassies and legations, consuls general, con- 
suls, vice-consuls and consular agents of for- 
eign countries, residing in the United States, 
who are not citizens of the United States, 
shall not be required to be registered under 
Section 2 and shall be relieved from liability 
for training and service under Section 3 (1B). 

(B) In time of peace, the following per- 
sons shall be relieved from liability to serve 
in any reserve component of the land or na- 
val forces of the United States and from lia- 
bility for training and service under Section 
3 (B): 

(1) Any man who shall have satisfactorily 
served for at least three consecutive years in 
the Regular Army before or after or partially 
before and partially after the time fixed for 
registration under Section 2. 

(2) Any man who as a member of the ae- 
tive National Guard shall have satisfactorily 
served for at least one year in active Federal 
service in the Army of the United States, and 
subsequent thereto for at least two consecu- 
tive years in the Regular Army or in the ae- 
tive National Guard, before or after or par- 
tially before and partially after the time fixed 
for registration under Section 2, 

(3) Any man who is in the active National 
Guard at the time fixed for registration un- 
der Section 2, and who shall have satisfae 
torily served therein for at least six consecu- 
tive years, before or after or partially before 
and partially after the time fixed for such 
registration. 


(4) Any man who is in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps on the eligible list at the time fixed 
for registration under Section 2, and who 
shall have satisfactorily served on the eligible 
list for at least six consecutive years, before 
or after or partially before and partially after 
the time fixed for such registration: provided, 
that nothing in this subsection shall be con- 
strued to prevent the persons enumerated in 
this subsection, while in reserve components 
of the land or naval forces of the United 
States, from being ordered or called to active 
duty in such forces. 


(C) (1) The Vice-President of the United 
States, the Governors of the several states 
and territories, members of the legislative 


bodies of the United States and of the sev- 
eral states and territories, judges of the 
courts of record of the United States and 
of the several states and territories and the 
District of Columbia, shall, while holding 
such offices, be deferred from training and 
service under this act in the land and naval 
forces of the United States. (2) The Presi 
dent is authorized, under such rules and reg- 
ulations as he may prescribe, to provide for 
the deferment from training and service un- 
der this act in the land and naval forces of 
the United States, of any person holding an 
office (other than an office deseribed in para 
graph (1) of this subsection) under the United 
States or any state, territory, or the District 
of Columbia, whose continued service in such 
office is found in accordance with Section 
10 (A) (2) to be necessary to the maintenance 
of the public health, safety, or interest. 


Ministers Exempt 

(D) Regular or duly ordained ministers of 
religion and students who are preparing for 
the ministry in theological or divinity schools 
recognized as such for more than one year 
prior to the date of enactment of this act, 
shall be exempt from training and service 
(but not from registration) under this act. 

(EF) The President is authorized, under such 
rules and regulations as he may prescribe, to 
provide for the deferment from training and 
service under this act in the land and naval 
forces of the United States of those men 
whose employment fm industry, agriculture, 
or other occupations or employment, or whose 
activity in other endeavors, is found in ac- 
cordance with Section 10 (A) (2) to be neces- 
sary to the maintenance of the national 
health, safety, or interest. The President is 
also authorized, under such rules and regu- 
lations as he may prescribe, to provide for 
the deferment from training and service un- 
der this act in the land and naval forces of 
the United States (1) of those men in a status 
with respect to persons dependent upon them 
for support which renders their deferment 
advisable, and (2) of those men found to be 
physically, mentally, or morally deficient or 
defective. No deferment from such training 
and service shall be made in the case of any 
individual except upon the basis of the status 
of such individual, and no such deferment 
shall be made of individuals by occupational 
groups or of groups of individuals in any 
plant or institution. 

(F) Any person who, during the year 1940, 
entered upon attendance for the academic 
year 1940-1941— 
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(1) At any college or university which 
grants a degree in arts or science, to pursue 
a course of instruction satisfactory comple- 
tion of which is prescribed by such college 
or university as a prerequisite to either of 
such degrees; or 

(2) At any university described in Para- 
graph (1), to pursue a course of instruction 
to the pursuit of which a degree in arts or 
science is prescribed by such university as a 
prerequisite; and who, while pursuing such 
course of instruction at such college or uni- 
versity, is selected for training and service 
under this act prior to the end of such aca- 
demic year, or prior to July 1, 1941, which- 
ever occurs first, shall, upon his request, be 
deferred from induction into the land or naval 
forces for such training and service until the 
end of such academic year, but in no event 
later than July 1, 1941. 


Conscientious Objectors 

(G) Nothing contained in this act shall be 
construed to require any person to be sub- 
ject to combatant training and service in the 
land or naval forces of the United States 
who, by reason of religious training and be- 
lief, is conscientiously opposed to participa- 
tion in war in any form. Any such person 
claiming such exemption from combatant 
training and service because of such conscien- 
tious objections whose claim is sustained by 
the local board shall, if he is inducted into 
the land or naval forces of this act, be as- 
signed to noncombatant service as defined by 
the President, or shall, if he is found to be 
conscientiously opposed to participation in 
such noncombatant service, in lieu of such 
induction, be assigned to work of national 
importance under civilian direction. Any 
such person claiming such exemption from 
combatant training and service because of 
such conscientious objections shall, if such 
claim is not sustained by the local board, be 
entitled to an appeal to the appropriate ap- 
peal board provided for in Section 10 (A) (2). 
Upon the filing of such appeal with the ap- 
peal board, the appeal board shall forthwith 
refer the matter to the Department of Justice 
for inquiry and hearing by the department 


of the proper agency thereof. After appro- 
priate inquiry by such agency, a hearing 
shall be held by the Department of Justice 


with respect to the character and good faith 
of the objections of the person concerned, 
and such person shall be notified of the time 
and place of such hearing. The department 
shall, after such hearing, if the objections 
are found to be sustained, recommend to the 
appeal board (1) that if the objector is in- 
ducted into the land or naval forces under 
this act, he shall be assigned to noncombatant 
service as defined by the President, or (2) 
that if the objector is found to he con- 
scientiously opposed to participation in such 
noncombatant service, he shall in lieu of such 
induction be assigned to work of national 
importance under civilian direction. If after 
such hearings the department finds that his 
objections are not sustained, it shall recom- 
mend to the appeal board that such objee- 


tions be not sustained. The appeal board 
shall give consideration to but shall not 
be bound to follow the recommendation of 


the Department of Justice together with the 
record on appeal from the local board in mak- 
ing its decision. Each person whose claim 
for exemption from combatant training and 
service because of conscientious objections 
is sustained shall be listed by the local board 
on a register of conscientious objectors. 

(H) No exception from registration, or ex- 
emption or deferment from training and ser- 
vice, under this act, shall continue after the 
cause therefor ceases to exist. 

Sec. 6. The President shall have authority 
to induct into the land and naval forces ot 
the United States under this act no greater 
humber of men than the Congress shall here- 
after make specific appropriation for from 
time to time. 

Sec. 7. No bounty shall be paid to induce 
any person to enlist in or be inducted into 
the land or naval forces of the United States: 
provided, that the clothing or enlistment al- 
lowances authorized by law shall not be re- 
garded as bounties within the meaning of 
this section. No person liable for service iD 
such forces shall be permitted or allowed to 
furnish a substitute for such service; 20 
substitute as such shall be received, enlisted, 
enrolled, or inducted into the land or naval 
forces of the United States; and no person 
liable for training and service in such forces 
under Section 3 shall be permitted to escape 
such training and service or be discharged 
therefrom prior to the expiration of his pe 
riod of such training and service by the pay 
ment of money or any other valuable thing 
whatsoever as consideration for his release 
from such training and service or liability 
therefor. 

See. 8. (A) Any person inducted into the 
land or naval forces under this act for train- 
ing and service, who, in the judgment of

Draft Proclamation 
HE text of President Roosevelt’s 
draft registration proclamation, is- 
sued 16 Sept. after he had signed the 
act, follows: 

Whereas the Congress has enacted and I 
have this day approved the Selective Train- 
ing and Service Act of 1940, which declares 
that it is imperative to increase and train 
the personnel of the armed forces of the 
United States and that in a free society the 
obligations and privileges of military train- 
ing and service should be shared generally 
in accordance with a fair and just system of 
selective compulsory military training and 
service; and 

Whereas the said act contains, in part, the 
following provisions: 

(Here the President quoted Section 2, Sec- 
tion 5(a), Section 10(a), and Section 14(a) of 
the Selective Service Act.) 

Now, therefore, I, Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
President of the United States of America, 
under and by virtue of the authority vested 
in me by the aforesaid Selective Training 
and Service Act of 1940, do proclaim the fol- 
lowing: 

1. The first registration under the Selec- 
tive Training and Service Act of 1940 shall 
take place on Wednesday, the 16th day of 
October, 1940, between the hours of 7 a.m. 
and 9 p.m, 

2. Every male person (other than persons 
excepted by Section 5(a) of the aforesaid act) 
who is a citizen of the United States or an 
alien residing in the United States and who, 
on the registration date fixed herein, has at- 
tained the 21st anniversary of the day of his 
birth and has not attained the 36th anniver- 
sary of the day of his birth, is required to 
present himself for and submit to registra- 
tion. Every such person who is within the 
Continental United States on the registration 
date fixed herein shall on that date present 
himself for and submit to registration at the 
duly designated place of registration within 
the precinct, district, or registration area in 
which he has his permanent home or in which 
he may happen to be on that date. Every 
such person who is not within the Continen- 
tal United States on the registration date 
fixed herein shall within five days after his 
return to the Continental United States pre- 
sent himself for and submit to registration. 
Regulations will be prescribed hereafter pro- 
viding for special registration of those who 
on account of sickness or other causes beyond 
their control are unable to present themselves 
for registration at the designated places of 
registration on the registration date fixed 
herein. 

3. Every person subject to registration is 
required to familiarize himself with the rules 
and regulations governing registration and 
to comply therewith, 

4. The times and places for registration in 
Alaska, Hawaii and Puerto Rico will be fixed 
in subsequent proclamations, 

5. I call upon the Governors of the several 
States and the Board of Commissioners of 
the District of Columbia to provide suitable 
and sufficient places of registration within 
their respective jurisdictions and to provide 
suitable and necessary registration boards to 
effect such registration. 

6. I further call upon all officers and agents 
of the United States and all officers and agents 
of the several States and the District of Co- 
lumbia and subdivisions thereof to do and 
perform all acts and services necessary to ac- 
complish effective and complete registration ; 
and I especially call upon all local election 
officials and other patriotic citizens to offer 
their services as members of the Boards of 
Registration. 

7. In order that there may be full coopera- 
tion in carrying into effect the purposes of 
said act, I urge all employers and Govern- 
ment agencies of all kinds—Federal, State 
and local—to give those under their charge 
sufficient time off in which to fulfill the obli- 
gation of registration incumbent on them un- 
der the said act. 

America stands at the cross roads of its 
destiny. Time and distance have been short- 
ened. A few weeks have seen great nations 
fall. We cannot remain indifferent to the 
philosophy of force now rampant in the 





world. The terrible fate of nations whose 
weakness invited attack is too well known to 
us all, 

We must and will marshal our great po- 
tential strength to fend off war from our 
shores. We must and will prevent our land 
from becoming a victim of aggression. 

Our decision has been made, 

It is in that spirit that the people of our 
country are assuming the burdens that now 
become necessary. Offers of service have 
flooded in from patriotic citizens in every 
part of the Nation, who ask only what they 
can do to help. Now there is both the oppor 
tunity and the need for many thousands to 
assist in listing the names and addresses of 
the millions who will enroll on registration 
day at school houses, polling places and town 
halls. 

The Congress has debated without parti- 
sanship and has now enacted a law establish- 
ing a selective method of augmenting our 
armed forces. The method is fair, it is sure, 
it is democratie—it is the will of our people. 

After thoughtful deliberation, and as the 
first step, our young men will come from the 
factories and the fields, the cities and the 
towns, to enroll their names on registration 
day. 

On that eventful day my generation will 
salute their generation, May we all renew 
within our hearts that conception of liberty 
and that way of life which we have all in- 
herited. May we all strengthen our resolve 
to hold high the torch of freedom in this 
darkening world so that our children and 
their children may not be robbed of their 
rightful inheritance. 

In witness whereof I have hereunto set my 
hand and caused the seal of the United 
States to be affixed, 

Done at the City of Washington this six- 
teenth day of September in the year of our 
Lord nineteen hundred and forty, and of the 
independence of the United States of Amer- 
ica the one hundred and sixty-fifth.

President’s Statement 


HE text of the statement issued 16 

Sept. by President Roosevelt in con- 
nection with signing of the Selective Ser- 
vice Act follows: 

America has adopted selective service in 
time of peace, and, in doing se, has broadened 
and enriched our baste concept of citizenship. 
Beside the clear democratic ideals of equal 
rights, equal privileges and equal opportuni- 
ties, we have set forth the underlying other 
duties, obligations and responsibilities of 
equal service, 

In thus providing for national defense, we 
have not carved a new and uncharted trail in 
the history of our democratic institutions. On 
the contrary, we have merely reasserted an 
old and accepted principle of democratie gov 
ernment, The militia system, the self-armed 
citizenry with the obligation of military ser- 
vice incumbent upon every free man has its 
roots in the old common law. It was brought 
to this continent by our forefathers. It was 
an accepted institution in colonial days. At 
the time of the adoption of the Federal Con- 
stitution, nine of the 18 States explicitly pro- 
vided for universal service in their basic laws. 

In those days little was required in the way 
of equipment and training for the man in 
arms, The average American had his flintlock 
and knew how to use it, In addition, he was 
healthy, strong and accustomed to hardship. 
when he reported for military duty he 
brought with him his musket and his powder 
horn, His daily life inured him to the rigors 
of warfare, 

Today, the art of war calls for a wide va- 
riety of technical weapons. Modern life does 
not emphasize the qualities demanded of 
soldiers. Moreover, behind the armed forces 
we must have a munitions industry as a part 
of an economic system capable of providing 
the fighting man with his full requirements 
of arms and equipment. Many individuals, 
therefore, may serve their country best by 
holding their posts on the production line, 
The object of selective service is to provide 
men for our Army and Navy and at the same 
time disturb as little as possible the normal 
life of the Nation, 

Selective service consists of four steps, 
which singly and in the group, have been de- 
veloped to operate with the fairness and jus- 
tice characteristic of free, democratic insti- 
tutions. These steps are: Registration, classi- 
fication, selection and induction. 

Wednesday, October 16, has been set aside 
on which day every male between 21 and 35, 
inclusive, will be expected to report to a 
neighborhood precinct to fill out a registration 
card and a registration certificate. The cer- 
tificate issued to the individual will be carried 
by him as a testimonial to his acceptance of 
the fundamental obligation of citizenship. 
The registration card will be forwarded to the 
county clerk or similar official and will be de- 
livered by him to the local Selective Service 
Board. These boards, consisting of three 
men, each appointed by the President, upon 
recommendations of the State Governors, will 





be set up in more than 6,000 communities, 
When the States notify the national director 
of selective service that all of the local boards 
have completed this work, a national draw- 
ing by lot will determine the order of priority 
of the registrants in each local board area, 
The national priority list will be furnished 
to the local boards and the corresponding or- 
der of selection will be entered on the regis- 
tration cards in their custody. 

The priority established by the drawing 
will determine the order in which question- 
naires will be mailed to the registrants, Upon 
receipt of these questionnaires the regis- 
trants will enter on these forms pertinent 
facts on the basis of which their final classi- 
fication will be determined. 

There will be organized in every community 
in our Nation advisory boards for registrants, 
composed of patriotic citizens, civilian volun 
teers, to assist registrants in presenting fair- 
ly the facts to be used in determining the 
place of each individual in the scheme of na- 
tional defense. 

After the return of these questionnaires, 
the local board, after due consideration, will 
place the registrants in one of four classes, 
In class 1 will be those who are available for 
immediate service; in class 2, those who are 
deferred because of the essential character 
of the service they are rendering in their pres 
ent occupations; in class 3 those individuals 
who should be deferred because of individuals 
dependent upon them for support; in class 4 
those specifically deferred by the terms of the 
aet. 

The total number of individuals needed by 
the armed forces will be prorated among the 
several States. In this allocation due con- 
sideration will be given to the number of men 
already furnished by that State for our mili 
tury service, Within each State a quota, in 
a similar manner, will be divided among the 
local boards. Thus, each locality will be 
asked to furnish its fair share of individuals 
for induction into our armed forces, 

In each of these local board areas individ- 
uals between the ages of 18 and 35 will be 
offered an opportunity to volunteer for a one- 
year period of service and training. Such 
applicants will be accepted before any other 
individuals are selected, provided they are 
suitable for military service. It will be the 
duty of the loeal board to select as many ad- 
ditional individuals as are necessary to fill 
the quota for that particular area. 

Following a tentative selection of these 
individuals, a local medical examiner will ex- 
amine them physically. If they are accepted, 
they will be sent forward for final physical 
examination by medical officers of the Army, 
Navy or Marine Corps. Those who pass will 
be inducted into the service. 

In the military service they will be intelli- 
gently led, comfortably clothed, well fed, and 
adequate armed and equipped for basic 
training. By the time they get physically 
hardened, mentally disciplined and properly 
trained in fundamentals, the flow of critical 
munitions from factory to combat unit will 
meet the full requirements for their advanced 
training. 

In the military service, Americans from all 
walks of life, rich and poor, country-bred and 
city raised, farmer, student, manual laborer 
and white collar worker, will learn to live 
side by side, to depend upon each other in 
military drills and maneuvers, and to ap- 
preciate each other's dignity as American 
citizens. 

Universal service will bring not only greater 
preparedness to meet the threat of war, but 
a wider distribution of tolerance and under- 
standing to enjoy the blessings of peace. 





Conscription in the CCC 

James J. McEntee, Director of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps, has ap- 
proved plans submitted by the War De- 
partment for the registration in camp of 
all eligible CCC enrollees for conscription 
on 16 Oct. About twelve per cent of the 
CCC enrollees are between the ages of 21 
and 35. 

Enrolees who have reached registration 
age will be exeused from work during 
the time necessary to complete the regis 
tration. Camp Commanders will super- 
vise the process, using forms to be pro- 
vided by the Governors of the States in 
which the camps are located. The com- 
pleted forms will be returned to the Gov- 
ernors of the States in which the enrol- 
lees reside. 

“In general, the plans call for the regis- 
tration and physical examination of 
eligible enrollees in all work camps, cooks 
and bakers schools, and other detach- 
ments,’ Mr. McEntee said.

President Roosevelt this week re- 
quested Congress to make available, in 
eash and contract authorizations, $1,940,- 
886,976 for the Army, Navy, Coast Guard, 
Federal Security Agency and the Depart- 
ment of Commerce to supplement monies 
already appropriated in the defense pro- 
gram and to provide for the National 
Guard and selective service training. 

In transmitting the estimates, 
President stated : 

“The additional funds requested under the 
Treasury Department for the Coast Guard 
are required for the protection of Coast 
Guard vessels, other than harbor and inland 
water against magnetic mines in 
order to conform with the requirements for 
cooperation with the Navy Department, 

“The estimates for the War Department 
provide for the expenses incident to ordering 
j the Federal Service of the National 
Guard and for the concentration, mainte 
nance, and training of the contingents of 
selective-service trainees to be called to the 
colors during the remainder of the fiscal year 
191. Provision made for the opera 
tion and administration of the selective-ser 
vice system, expansion of the program for 
training pilots for the Army Air Corps, ex 
pediting production of aircraft and expan 
sion of plant facilities, and miscellaneous 
items. 

“For the Navy funds are required for pro 
viding additional facilities required at avia 
tion and ordnance plants, fer a large grav 
ing drydock capable of docking a 45,000-ton 
yessel in New York Harbor, and miscel 
laneous small items where existing appro 
priations are deemed insufficient. 

“The estimates for the National Youth Ad- 
ministration provide for revision and expan

“The additional funds requested under the 
Department of Commerce for the Adminis 
trator of Civil Aeronautics are for the con 
struction, repair, and alteration of airports 
to provide for immediate changes made nec 
essary because of the expansion of military 
and civil air activities, and contemplate the 
immediate establishment of fields to be used 
for the location of tactical units, for the ex- 
peditious movement of such units, and for 
the training of airplane pilots. The estimates 
also provide for the construction of air-navi 
gation facilities in the Caribbean and the 
Pacific, for additional teletype equipment for 
handling weather information, and for the 
installation of approach lights and traflie con 
trol centers at congested points on the air 
ways. Additional funds for the Weather 
Bureau will permit the establishing of sta- 
tions at strategic points where weather re- 
ports are not now recorded and for increased 
upper air observations needed to reduce haz- 
ard caused by the increase in military and 
civil flying on the airways.” 

As submitted, the Coast Guard would 
receive $580,000 in cash for the equipping 
of Coast Guard vessels with anti-mine 


“belts,” and for other alterations to make 
them suitable for operation with the 
Navy. 


For the Army, the largest items con- 
sisted of $22,313,909 for special field ex- 
ercises, $2,572,594 for the welfare of en- 
listed men, including recreational equip- 
ment, reading matter, ete. ; for pay of the 
Army, which will include pay of the se- 
lective service men for the FY 1941, $294,- 
000,000 is asked. Under this appropriation 
4 provision was asked in the bill, as fol- 
lows :

Increase Flying Cadet Pay 

Congress this week was asked to enact 
legislation to place Army flying cadets 
on a parity with Navy and Marine Corps 
aviation cadets, and to provide the same 
allowances for Air Reserve officers on ex- 
tended active duty as are given Naval 
and Marine Corps Reserve officers on 
such duty. 

Secretary of War Stimson reminded 
Congress of various changes in law to 
make the status of Naval and Marine 
reserve officers and flying cadets more at- 
tractive, declared the Army has not kept 
pace, and said candidates for Army pilot 
training will become increasingly harder 
to obtain unless benefits are raised to 
parity with the Navy and Marine Corps. 

His proposed bill combines all the pro- 
visions of law governing flying cadets, 
and makes applicable to Army aviation 
cadets and reserve officers on active duty 
those provisions of law which now pro- 
vide allowances for similar personnel in 
the Navy and Marines. 

Estimated cost of the law for the fiscal 
year 1941 would be $1,429,950 for uniform 
allowances, $1,162,433 for insurance 
premiums, and $542,722 in accumulated 
bonus’ by reserve officers now on active 
duty. Actual cost of the legislation, 
based on an expected strength of 12,503 
officers, was estimated at $6,251,5 

Text of the department bill follows: 

Be it enacted, ete., That the grade of avia- 
tion cadet is hereby created as a special and 
separate enlisted grade in the Air Corps, 
Regular Army, in substitution for the grade 
of flying cadet... 

Sec. 4. The base pay of any aviation cadet 
shall be $75 per month, which pay shall in- 
clude extra pay for flying risk, as provided 
by law. Avaition cadets shall be paid, in 
addition, a money allowance for subsistence 
of $1 per day and shall, while undergoing 
training, be furnished quarters, medical care, 
and hospitalization and shall be issued uni- 
forms, clothing, and equipment at Govern- 
ment expense. No aviation cadet shall be en- 
titled to receive longevity pay. While travel- 
ing under orders, they shall, under such reg- 
ulations as the Secretary of War may pre- 
scribe, receive transportation and reimburse- 
ment for necessary expenses incurred which 
are incident to such travel, or cash in lieu 
thereof. When traveling by air under com- 
petent orders, they shall receive the same 








= 


allowances for traveling expenses as are now 
or may hereafter be authorized by law for 
officers of the Army. When commissioned as 
second lieutenants, Air Corps Reserve, pur- 
suant to this Act, they shall be paid a uni- 
form allowance of $150. 

Sec. 5. Aviation cadets shall be issued Gov- 
ernment life insurance in the amount of $10, 
000, the premiums on which shall be paid 
by the Government. Upon being commis- 
sioned as second lieutenants, Air Corps Re- 
serve, they shall have the option of continu- 
ing such policies at their own expense. 

Sec. 6. Any Air Corps Reserve officer, except 
an officer who has been selected for commis- 
sion in the Regular Army, shall, when re- 
lieved from active duty that has been con- 
tinuous for one or more years, be paid a lump 
sum of $500 for each completed year of active 
service as a Reserve officer. Except when a 
Reserve officer is relieved from active duty 
upon his own request or as a result of in- 
efficiency or unsatisfactory service as deter- 
mined by the Secretary of War, this lump- 
sum payment shall be prorated for fractional 
parts of each year of such service, The lump- 
sum payments authorized herein are in 
substitution for the payment authorized in 
section 11 of the Act approved 3 April 1939, 
and shall be in addition to any pay allow- 
ances, compensation, or benefits which an 
officer may otherwise be entitled to re- 
ceive. . .

General Marshall’s Speech 


The tremendous importance of sea- 
soned soldiers welded into a perfect team 
is the outstanding impression of ob- 
servers of the war in Europe, General 
George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff of the 
Army, declared in a nation-wide radio 
broadcast Mouday, 16 Sept. 

“There is no royal road to such train- 
ing,” the Chief of Staff said. “The only 
way we can prepare ourselves for the fu- 
ture is to get out in the open, in all kinds 
of weather, and take advantage of the 
lessons forced on nations who are less 
fortunately situated.” 

The full text of General Marshall’s ad- 
dress follows: 

“This afternoon the President gave the 
final approval to the act of Congress cre- 
ating a system of selective service for 
compulsory military training, a great 
fundamental stride toward the prepara- 
tion of this country to defend itself, to 
protect its form of government and its 
compelling interests in the Western Hem- 
isphere. This morning some 60,000 citi- 
zen-soldiers of the National Guard left 
comfortable homes, their families and 
their jobs to fulfill their patriotic mis- 
sion as members of the Army of the 
United States. 

“Within the next ten days these troops 
will concentrate in divisional camps in 
New Jersey, South Carolina, Oklahoma, 
and the State of Washington to start on 
a period of intensive military training. 
Along the East and West coasts of the 
United States, Harbor Defense units of 
the Guard will move into camps and com- 
mence their training in the handling of 
heavy seacoast guns and smaller weap- 
ons. Antiaircraft regiments will assemble 
at special firing centers to commence 
practical training in this vital service. 
National Guard air squadrons of obser- 
vation planes will move to air fields to 
perfect their coordinated training with 
other branches of the Army. 

“T wish to emphasize the importance 
of these preparations. We are at peace 
with every nation in the world. Neverthe- 
less it is the feeling of the War Depart- 
ment that the next six months include 
the possibility of being the most critical 
period in the history of this nation. Or- 
dinary common sense indicates that our 
preparations should be made accordingly. 

“The situation today is utterly differ- 
ent from that of 1917. Then we were at 
war—but we foresaw small possibility of 
military danger to this country. Today 
such a possibility trembles on the verge 
of becoming a_ probability. Then we 
could proceed with deliberation. We 
could wait until we built cantonments, 
until we first trained officers later to 
train the men, until we were prepared 
to form a field Army. We did not need 
to worry about arms, equipment, and 
ammunition—our Allies were prepared 
to supply these necessities. 

“Today time is at a premium and mod- 
ern arms and equipment must be pro- 
vided by our own industries—not by al- 
lies. We must be prepared to stand alone. 
We can not depend on others for protec- 
tion during a prolonged period of prepa- 
ration. 

“Therefore, the mobilization this morn- 
ing of the first increment of the National 
Guard is the first long step in the prepa-- 
ration of an adequate Army of citizen- 
soldiers to man our defenses. 

“Testifying before a Congressional 
Committee last February I made the 
statement that our preparations for de- 
fense should be carried out in an orderly, 
businesslike manner, proceeding step by 
step, in accordance with the major de- 
velopments abroad ; that if Europe blazed 
in the late spring or summer, we must 
put our house in order before the sparks 
reached the Western Hemisphere. Even 
so, it must be admitted that I only par- 
tially visualized the full extent of the 
conflagration, and the rapidity with 
which it was to overwhelm the Continent 
of Europe. Yet, at the time, there was 
severe criticism of that statement as be- 
ing unnecessarily alarming. 

“Today the public and the press are 
demanding action, immediate and all-in- 
elusive, and there is a more general ap- 
preciation of the hazards of our situa- 
tion. But I fear that there is not so clear 
an understanding of just what is re- 





quired in order to produce the desired re- 
sults. 

“The time-consuming process in manu- 
facturing materiel—planes, guns, tanks, 
and other munitions—is partially com- 
prehended, though impatience and fears 
are productive of demands for miracles 
to overcome delays due to past publie 
indifference. Also, I fear that we expect 
too much of machines. We fail to real- 
ize two things: first, that the finest plane 
or tank or gun in the world is literally 
worthless without technicians trained as 
soldiers, hardened, seasoned, and highly 
disciplined to maintain and operate it; 
and second, that success in combat de- 
pends primarily upon the development 
of the trained combat team composed of 
all arms. This battle team is the most dif- 
ficult, the most complicated of all teams 
to create, because it must operate on un- 
known ground, in darkness, as well ag 
in daylight, amidst incredible confusion, 
danger, hardship, and discouragements, 
It is a team of many parts, the decisive 
element of which remains the same little- 
advertised, hard-bitten foot soldier with 
his artillery support. 

“From a foreign sourse, a veteran of 
the recent fighting, we get this comment: 
‘Wars are still fought by men even 
though they use elaborate weapons, 
Troops of all kinds must therefore have 
physical fitness and toughness that will 
guarantee their vitality and endurance 
under prolonged strain.’ 

“A German general staff 
credited with this summary 
Army’s recent success : 

“Our success is due to close team work 
between the air force armored troops, 
motorized engineers and infantry. Of 
course the infantry must finally hold the 
ground, but all others help to bring it up. 
Our methods are simple in the extreme; 
they are understood by every soldier in 
the Army. Our foot infantry is the best in 
the world. Their principal job is march- 
ing, and the job of every other arm is to 
keep them marching forward into enemy 
land.’ ‘We move,’ he says ‘on a _ broad 
front with armored divisions and air 
force. Where the initial resistance is too 
strong for the armored troops to pene- 
trate, it is broken by dive bombers and 
additional artillery. The way must be 
cleared for the infantry with whom the 
final decision lies. This requires perfect 
communication and coordination between 
arms; further, it requires a singleness 
of command and purpose.’ He is deserib- 
ing a highly organized team, a balanced 
team, in contrast to a few highly de- 
veloped specialities each operating some- 
what according to its own theory of com- 
bat. 

“The War Department has carefully 
followed the development of the war in 
Europe for the purpose of analyzing the 
reasons for the success of one army or 
the failure of another. While the import- 
ance of specialized training is apparent 
to all observers, the tremendous import- 
ance of seasoned soldiers, welded into a 
perfect team is the outstanding impres- 
sion. There is no royal road to such 
training. It cannot be obtained by read- 
ing books or sitting in barracks. The 
only way we can prepare ourselves for 
the future is to get out in the open, in all 
kinds of weather, and take advantage of 
the lessons forced on nations who are 
less fortunately situated. 

“The original recommendation of the 
War Department that this first inere- 
ment of the National Guard be ordered 
into active service last July, was based 
on the necessity for hurrying to develop 
a special seasoned reinforcement for the 
small body of mobile troops of the Regu- 
lar Army available in Continental United 
States. Today, the entry of this portion 
of the National Guard on active duty 
must also serve another purpose. These 
divisions, these regiments and squadrons 
that joined the active Army of the 
United States this morning, must pre 
pare themselves as quickly as possible to 
receive and train their portion of the 
young men selected under the democratic 
terms of the new law just given force 
and effect by the signature of the Presi 
dent. 

“Both the troops of the Regular E& 
tablishment and those of the National 
Guard must absorb in their ranks the 
men of the Selective Service act and givé

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Reserve Components Pay 


Senator Morris Sheppard, Chairman of 
the Senate Military Affairs Committee, 
this week introduced a bill, S. 4356, which 
provides that any person in the employ of 
the United States Government, its terri- 
tories or insular possessions, ordered to 
active duty with the military or naval 
forces, shall be entitled to receive com- 
pensation in his civilian position covering 
military leave of fifteen days now allowed 
by law, and any accrued leave to his 
credit, in addition to his military pay. 
Such persons, in case they are granted 
Jeave without pay from their civilian posi- 
tions, may elect to have any accrued an- 
nual leave remain to his credit until his 
return from active military service.

Lt. Comdr. John H. Clark, USNR-Ret., 
who died 27 Aug. 1940 at New Orleans, 
was born 29 July 1884, at Indian River, 
Mich. He entered the Naval service as an 
ensign in the United States Naval Re- 
serve Force on 12 Jan. 1917 and reported 
for active duty aboard the USS Arkansas 
on 13 Jan. 1917. 

He subsequently served at the Navy 
Yard, Philadelphia, in the office of the 
supervisor of the Naval Auxiliary Re- 
Serve, New York, and as Assistant Super- 
iIntendent of the Naval Auxiliary Re- 
Serves of Cleveland, Ohio. He was pro- 
noted to lieutenant (junior grade) on 
18 Aug. 1917, and to lieutenant on 19 
Aug. 1918. He was released from active 
duty on 1 March, 1919 and honorably dis- 
charged on 11 Jan. 1921. He was reap- 
Pointed as a lieutenant, USNRPF, inactive 
16 March, 1921. He was honorably dis- 
charged from this rank on 15 March, 
125, and returned to the service as a 
lieutenant of the United States Naval 
Reserve on 15 March, 1928. 

He was promoted to lieutenant com-

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New and Heavier Division 

Reorganization of the Infantry Divi- 
sion (triangular) announced by the War 
Department last week, will give to that 
unit more actual fighting men in propor- 
tion to the amount of overhead necessary 
to keep the organization going. 

The new set-up resulted from many 
studies in the staff and the field of re- 
ports from the field exercises of the Regu- 
lar Army, but particularly of reports from 
the battlefields of France. The addition 
of an anti-tank company in place of the 
platoon is an outgrowth of the lessons 
from Europe where tanks were employed 
to such great success against units un- 
prepared for modern defense. 

Likewise the addition of a reconnais- 
sance troop, the elimination of the artil- 
lery and infantry sections in Divisions 
headquarters and of Artillery Regimental 
Headquarters, and appreciable increases 


in the number of machine guns, rifles 
(both automatic and semi-automatic) 


mortars and antitank weapons, are de- 
signed to give the Division as much actual 
fighting strength as possible without in- 
creasing the overhead or hampering its 
mobility. It is pointed out that the new 
division will be 65 per cent Infantry, 18 
per cent Artillery, and only 16 per cent 
other branches, while the World War 
Division was 59 per cent Infantry, 17 
per cent Artillery, and 24 per cent other 
branches, 

New tables or organizations, to carry 
out the reorganization of the Infantry 
Divisions (triangular), are now being 
prepared and will be ready for distribu- 
tion about 1 Oct. 

The Army, Corps and Divisional organi- 
vition will be as reported in last week’s 
issue of the ARMY AND Navy JourNAL and 
us shown in chart form on page 48 of that 
issue, 

It will be noted that the Infantry and 
Artillery Sections of the present Division 
are to be abolished. The requirement for 
brigadier generals to command those sec- 
tions is thus dropped, but it is explained 
that the Artillery commander will be a 
brigadier general's assignment, while 
there will also be a brigadier general as 
“assistant to Division commander,” thus 
continuing the requirements for two 
brigadier generals with the Division. 

The War Department has advised the 
commanding generals that the components 
of the triangular division, to be outlined 
officially in the new tables of organiza- 
tions to be issued 1 Oct., will be “except 
for minor variations in strength” as fol- 
lows. (In the following “O” is used for 
commissioned officers, “WO” for warrant 
officers, and “Ie” for enlisted men) :

The War Situation 

The Battle of Britain appears to have 
reached a stalemate. Hither continues to 
concentrate on the destruction of London 
while the British effort is directed mainly 
toward the German preparations for the 
invasion. It has been reported that the 
Royal Air Force has held more than three 
quarters of the British air force in reserve 
in order to counter the invasion when, and 
if, it is attempted. If true, the British 
must feel that the continuous air raids 
aguinst London are not likely to lead to 
any major decision which will effect the 
outcome of the battle. This point of view 
is supported by reports that the morale 
of the British air force is increasing. In 
its support of the land defences of London, 
the British fighters have the advantage 
over the German attacking forces in that 
they know the general direction of ap- 
proach of the Germans, also, they fight 
over their own territory, Under such con 
ditions it seems logical that the British 
losses should be far less than those of the 
Germans which will naturally boost the 
morale of the Britishers, 

The British Government is evacuating 
the departments and only skeleton staffs 
remain in London. Vlans are made for a 
complete evacuation at any time it may 
appear desirable. Although Parliament 
has held secret meetings recently, it 
doubtful if either the Royal Family or 
the Heads of the Government will leave 
the capital so long as the Royal Air Force 
is strong enugh to dispute the control of 
the air. To do so would tend to weaken 
the spirit of the people to carry on. 

There has been some reports which in 
dicate that the anti-aircraft batteries are 
becoming more effective. Ilowever, it 
doubtful if any defense of such a large

and vulnerable area as London can be 
afforded full protection from = aircraft 
bombing. 


One of the high points of this struggle 
for the mastery of the air during the 
week was the flight of Goering over Lon- 
don. The purpose of Goering’s flight was 
three-fold, first, to obtain information as 
to the general situation, second to view 
the damage done to London, and third, to 
boost the morale of the Germans. If the 
reports are true that Goering is now using 
young inexperienced pilots, it may mean 
that this phase of the Battle of Britain is 
drawing to a close, It has been intimated 
in some press dispatches that the Royal 
Air Force is prepared to undertake major 
offensive bombing attacks against Ger 
many as soon as there are definite indica 
tions that the German air force is weaken- 
ing. The British bombing raids over Ger 
many have covered a wide field but have 
never reached the intensity of the Ger- 
man raids over the British Isles, 

Along with the reports of severe dam- 
age in Hamburg, Bremen, Harum and 
other points from British raids are re- 
ports that German shipping along the 
coasts has been dispersed by the units of 
the Royal Navy. Another report, which if 
true, may indicate the trend in the Battle 
of Britain, is that Germany is returning 
to their Norwegian owners the smail craft

which had been commandeered for the in- 
vusion, 

That some unusual development is 
likely is suspected because of the visit in 
Rome of the German Foreign Minister 
von Ribbentrop for conferences with 
Mussolini and Ciano, Speculation is that 
their talks will involve Spain's role in the 
war in conjunction with Italy and Ger- 
many. If Spain is to make a bid for 
Gibraltar the present time is the logical 
one for her to do so, Italy has begun her 
drive against the British in Egypt which 
is meeting initial successes. Undoubtedly 
Hitler had planned that the invasion of 
Britain, the drive in Egypt and the as 
sault on Gibraltar would proceed simul 
taneously. It is possible that the con- 
ferences in Rome are to bring about a co- 
ordination of the efforts along those lines. 

The failure of the incessant bombings 
over London indicate that the British in 
Gibraltar and Alexandria are in no im- 
mediate danger from air attacks. Her sea 
power in the Mediterranean has proven 
its overwhelming superiority over Italian 
forces which should insure the ability of 
the British to keep her forces in that 
area supplied, to interrupt Italian sup 
plies reaching Libya by the sea and to 
permit British warships to shell Italian 
troops proceeding along coastal highways. 

Air activities in the Mediterranean 
Area combined with those over the North 
Sea front have diverted attention from 
three activities of sea power, all of which 
may become important factors. First, the 
British shipping losses have been so slight 
that one must conclude that the subma 
rine menace is well under control. Second, 
the safe arrival of some French men-of 
war in Dakar from Toulon indicates that 
the British do not expect them to take the 
offensive against British interests. No 
details have been given as to why or how 
they left Toulon. Third, it is reported that 
the British are considering the transfer 
of some battleships and other vessels to 
Singapore, Such a move at this time 
would mean that Churchill feels conti- 
dence in the naval dispositions in Home 
Waters and has suflicient vessels to sta 
tion a heavier protective force for the 
troops and supplies passing from the Far 
Kast and South Pacific to Egypt via the 
Suez and Great Britain via Cape of Good 
llope. 

Both the British and German forces are 
reported to be using new weapons during 
the week, Intensive warfare such as is 
now going on in all theatres will bring 
forth many ideas which should result in 
improvements in old weapons and some 
new ones. No details are available ex 
cept that the British claim that their 
device is a very simple one, 

There have been forecasts that the 
weiuther due at this season over the North 
Sea and the shortage of food and supplies 
in Kurope would begin shortly to curtail 
Axis activities. Ilowever, 
appears to be true. The general feeling as 
the week closes is one of horror at the 
fearful toll being taken of non-combatants, 
the suffering and the destruction of homes. 
The end does not seem to be in sight. 





National Defense Airports 

The Tlouse Appropriations Committee 
is considering cash and contract authori 
zation requests totaling $80,000,000 sub 
mitted by the President this week as the 
first step in a S560,000,000 six-vear na 
tional defense airport construction pro- 
gram. The funds will be included in the 
Third Deticiency Bill, expected to reach 
the floor within the next week or ten days, 
if the Appropriations Committee accepts 
the President’s recommendation. 

The program, designed to fit 4,000 air- 
ports in the continental United States and 
its insular possessions for military use, 
received its inception in a report drawn 
up by the former Civil Aeronautics 
Authority in 1939. The plan was sub 
mitted to Congress, but never acted upon. 
Donald H. Connolly, new Civil Aeronau 
tics administrator, drew up the plan em- 
bodied in the $80,000,000 estimate. The 
Civil Pilot Training program is under- 
going sweeping increases and may require 
a total of 1,000 landing fields by next 
spring. As submitted, the estimates re 
quire that either the Secretary of War 
or the Secretary of the Navy approve the 
construction contemplated. 
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Industry and Defense

¢ram, it has announced the issuance of 
fourteen similar letters to authorize the 
following companies to do all things nee- 
essary for such increase in their produc- 
tion facilities as may be required for the 
following ordnance projects:

These speed-up letters, which have 
been sent out with the approval of the 
National Defense Advisory Commission, 
enable the manufacturer to proceed with 
out delay while the unsettled details of 
the formal contracts are being completed. 

The War Department announced the 
award of a contract to General Motors 
Corporation, Detroit, Michigan, for the 
equipping of four machine gun plants and 
the manufacture of machine guns on a 
quantity production basis, The machine 
guns will be manufactured by: 


A. (©. Spark Vlug Division, Saginaw 
Steering Gear Division, and the Frigi 
daire Division, as outlined above, and 


also at the Guide Lamp Division, Syra 
cuse, N, Y. 

General Motors Corporation will pro 
cure and install in its own buildings the 
equipment necessary for this purpose at 
an estimated cost of approximately $20,- 
000,000, plus a nominal fee of one dollar, 
Tithe to this equipment will remain with 
the Government, 

It is expected that these plants will be 
tooled up for production in about fifteen 
months, The contract further includes an 


award for the production of machine 
guns at fixed prices, totaling $61,398, 


$72.10, 

The General Motors contract provides 
for a reduction in the price of the ma 
chine guns in the event that the Corpora 
tion is able to reduce costs further as a 
result of the economies made possible by 
quantity production methods. 

The contract was cleared by the Ad 
visory Commission to the Council of Na- 
tional Defense. 

The War Department has announced

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Financial Digest 


The battle of Britain, the impending 
excess profits tax and amortization law, 
and the method of financing the huge 
National Defense program, have been in 
the forefront of the speculative mind this 
week, The stock market has had a cau- 
tious advance, largely due to the infla- 
tionary prospects from further deficit fi- 
nancing, but it has been controlled large- 
ly by the unpredictable plans of Hitler 
as to the invasion of the United Kingdom, 
and to u lesser extent by the ignorance 
that prevails regarding the final provi- 
sions of the tax law. 

Domestically, all production averages 
have reached new highs, steel plant oper- 
ations, for example, attaining 93 per cent. 
While fn part the steel advance has been 
due to National Defense orders, placed 
or expected, there has been expansion in 
other directions. Shortly, the motor fac- 
tories wHl be in production, and are ex- 
pected to consume steel for 100,000 cars 
per week. The railroads are increasing 
their equipment and, it is estimated, will 
purchase this fall a little under a million 
tons, approximately the amount bought 
last year. Most of the sensitive industrial 
plants report increased production, and 
the prices of their products continue to 
rise. The Federal Reserve Board’s index 
places the industrial production at 12¢ 
per cent of the 1935-39 average, compared 
with 121 in July and June. The Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics promises a 10 
per cent gain in industrial activity over 
last year. 

The final character of the Excess Prof- 
its Tax and Amortization law will depend 
upon the Conference Committee of the 
two Houses. There are radical differences 
between the measures as passed by the 
Senate and the House, Senator Vanden- 
berg characterized the bill approved by 
the Senate as an “imponderable mess,” 
and there are sharp differences between 
Congressional leaders and the Treasury. 
Important for the preservation of State’s 
rights was the refusal of the Senate to 
add a provision to the tax bill denying 
exemption of future issues of Federal, 
State and Municipal securities from tax- 
ation. It was pointed out in the course 
of the debate on this proposal that if 
adopted it would place the Government in 
financial competition with the States and 
Municipalities, and the States with each 
other; and the result would be conflict of 
sovereignty and division. The President 
approved the Wheeler-Lea Act, which 
places regulation of all interstate com- 
merce, except air traffic, under the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. The Rail- 
roads do not expect to derive much im- 
mediate benefit from the law, but as it 
establishes equality of regulation for all 
types of surface transportation, it is be- 
lieved it will have long time value. Since 
Waterway advocates charge that the 
Commission is railroad minded, there is 
certain to be a sharp controversy over an 
increase of water borne freight rates. 

Congress having passed the bill author- 
izing the Export-Import Loan to make 
loans to the extent of $700,000,000 ($500,- 
000,000 plus $200,000,000 already author- 
ized), South American Governments are 
making applications for money for inter- 
nal use. With such assistance, they are 
expected to stabilize the prices of their 
crops, rather than dump surpluses which 
would depress world prices and cause a 
huge loss on our own crop loans. During 
July, the first month of the new crop 
year, our wheat exports totalled 3,686,000 
bushels as against 7,270,000 bushels in 
July of last year, and 12,764,000 bushels 
in that same month of 1988. Shipments 
of cotton for the first six weeks of the 
new season were only 79,610 bales com- 
pared with 435,896 for the same period of 
the preceding season. It is anticipated by 
the Agricultural Department that our 
wheat surplus by next July will be more 
than 300,000,000 bushels, and that our cot- 
ton stocks will rise next July above the 
all time record of 13,000,000 bales in 
1939. In spite of acreage curtailment, it 
looks as though our surpluses of grain 
and cotton will be larger than before the 
AAA.

them their military training. Further- 
more, thousands of oflicers of the Reserve 
corps, mainly products of the ROTC in 
our colleges and universities, are either 
on active duty or are being called to such 
duty to provide the necessary additional 
leaders. In other words the National 
Defense Act of 1920, the result of our ex- 
perience in 1917 and 1918, is being put 
into effect in a business-like manner. The 
Selective Service act has added the final 
touch of authority to enable America to 
go to work effectively at the business of 
preparing herself against the uncertain- 
ties, the threatened dangers of the im- 
mediate future. 

“The consummation of War Depart- 
ment plans must be governed by the 
speed with which adequate shelter can be 
provided, Until funds were made avail- 
able the Department could only plan for 
such important details. Now the problem 
is the completion of temporary hospitals, 
sewage and water systems, buildings and 
other necessities of healthful life. So 
long as the international situation per- 
mits, we will proceed only as rapidly as 
adequate shelter can be provided, In 
turn, the trainees under the Selective 
Service act will be called out as rapidly 
as units of the Regular Establishment 
and National Guard are prepared to re- 
ceive them—both from the viewpoint of 
training and of shelter—the first incre- 
ment about the middle of November. 

“The middle of October it is planned 
to order a second increment of the Na- 
tional Guard to join the active Army 
the 27th Division from New York, the 
837th Division of Ohio, the 32d Division 
from Michigan and Wisconsin, and air 
squadrons of observation planes from 
New York, Michigan and Mississippi. 
The entire National Guard of Puerto 
Rico and Hawaii will be included in this 
increment, 

“Kor years the National Guard has 
been preparing for service in the event 
of a great national emergency. Today 
that emergency is recognized and the 
first of these troops of citizen-soldiers 
have reported for duty. Their task is 
most difficult. They must establish them- 
selves in camp and in the shortest possi- 
ble time season and prepare their small 
nucleus of men—about thirty percent of 
full strength—to receive and train treble 
their numbers, 


“This means long hours of arduous 
work. For the oflicers and non-commis 


sioned oflicers it means not only hard 
physical-work but also intensive daily 
study of the manuals covering the latest 
technique in warfare. It is only through 
discomforts and fatigue that progress 
towards the gradual triumph of mind 
and muscles over the softness of the life 
to which we have all become accustomed 
can be accomplished. 

“All this not only takes time, but re- 
quires whole hearted effort. It demands 
a standard of discipline which will pre- 
vail over fatigue, hunger, confusion, or 
disaster. Given time to prepare himself, 
the American makes the finest soldier in 
the world, and for the first time in our 
history we are beginning in time of peace 
to prepare against the possibility of war. 
We are starting to train an Army of 
citizen-soldiers which may save us the 
tragedy of war. 

“If we are strong enough, peace, de- 
mocracy, and our American way of life 
will be the reward.” 





Schooner to USNA 


“Freedom” was presented by Mr, Ster- 
ling Morton, a member of the New York 
and Chicago Yacht Clubs, to the U. 8. 
Naval Academy at ceremonies held in 
front of Bancroft Mall at 1225, 13 Sept. 

“Freedom” is 89 ft. overall, 66 ft. on the 
waterline, 20 ft. beam, and 10 ft. draft, 
a sizable ship, able to go anywhere. She 
has a 175 H. P. gasoline motor, giving a 
speed of eight to nine knots under power. 
She has sleeping accommodations for 16 
people. 


Merchant Marine 


Two important steps were taken this 
week in the program to speed merchant 
ship construction and to encourage ship 
operators to replace vessels sold or 
requisitioned. 

Senator Bailey of the Senate Com- 
merce Committee introduced a bill (3S. 
4341) to suspend any provisions of law 
limiting any shipyard worker to eight 
hours of work a day. The bill, which 
would remain in effect until 30 June 
1942, empowers the Maritime Commis- 
sion to modify its existing contracts for 
construction, repair or alteration of ves- 


sels as it may deem necessary to ex- 
pedite national defense. 
Workmen employed upon Maritime 


Commission contracts may be employed 
in excess of eight hours a day, provided 
they are paid at least time and one-half 
for time worked in excess of eight hours 
a day or 40 hours a week. 

The House of Representatives on 12 
Sept. passed and sent to the Senate See. 
511 of title V of the Merchant Marine 
Act of 1936. The section empowers ship 
owners to set up construction funds from 
the proceeds of ship sales or reparations 
from requisitioning of ships, and exempts 
such money received and deposited in the 
construction funds from taxation as in- 
come, 

Three Bids for C-2’s 


Three bids have been received for con- 
struction of three modified C-2 type ships 
for the Ocean Dominion Steamship Corp. 

Bethlehem Steel Co., Sparrows Point, 
Md., asked $3,575,000 for each of three 
ships fixed price, and $3,109,000 for each 
of three adjusted price. Sun SB & DD 
Co., Chester, Pa., asked $3,190,000 for 
each of three fixed price, and $2,940,000 
adjusted price. Moore DD Co., Oakland, 
Calif., submitted three bids, price depend- 
ing on time of delivery. For delivery of 
three ships in 660 days, $3,200,000 fixed 
price and $2,950,000 adjusted price was 
asked. Delivery in 810 days reduced the 
cost per ship by $50,000, and delivery in 
910 days reduced unit cost by a second 
$50,000. 

These vessels, unlike the standard C-2, 
will have accommodations for 38 pas- 
sengers. They will be employed prinei- 
pally to import bauxite from Caribbean 
ports for the Aluminum Company of 
America, 

Washington Cadet Commended 

Cadet Frederick O. Wooley of the SS 
Washington has been commended “for 
heroic action in line of duty” by Rear 
Adm. Emory 8S. Land, USN-Ret., chair- 
man of the Maritime Commission. 

Deck Cadet Wooley was member of a 
ship’s boat crew which was proceeding 
in the Bay of Galway, Ireland, on 13 
June, when Purser’s Clerk Paul Phillips, 
was thrown overboard. The cadet dove 
overboard, swam to Phillips, and began 
to swim to the boat. He was nearly ex- 
hausted when Able Seaman J. Gorman 
of the boat’s crew went to his assistance.

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To Classify Soldiers and Officers 

A group of 48 selected Regular Army 
and Reserve officers, and one civilian has 
been ordered to Washington to attend a 
personnel Classification course which will 
open at the War College next Monday, 
23 Sept. 1940.

Navy Recruits 1,467

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Strenuous Program for Nat. 

Guard 
instructions governing the 
training of the National Guard troops 
brought into Federal Service were an- 
nounced by the War Departmention 39 
Sept. The first 60,000 members of the 
Guard were called to active duty on 16 
Sept. and an additional 36,000 will enter 
the Federal Service on 15 Oct. The re- 
maining 150,000 members of the Guard 
will be called to active duty at later 
dates. 

In announcing its training program, 
the War Department emphasized that the 
National Guard would undergo a period 
of severe training and conditioning. Its 
goal will be to develop rapidly a fighting 
force comparable to the best combat 
troops of any country. 

Induction Procedure 

Information received in the depart- 
ment indicates that the induction of the 
National Guard troops begun last Mon- 
day is proceeding smoothly. The first 
National Guard units are being inducted 
into the Federal Service at their home 
stations. The soldiers of each unit are 
assembled at the Armory or other desig- 
nated point at their home station, Com- 
plete individual equipment was issued to 
each man. All officers and enlisted men 
are being given a thorough physical ex- 
amination and the usual inoculations 
against smallpox and typhoid fever will 
be completed, The induction into Federal 
Service involves the checking of records 
and of property and will probably take 
several days to complete, during which 
time the National Guard organizations 
remain at their home station. 

After procedure of induction has been 
completed, the units will be sent either 
to designated training areas or to tempo- 
rary locations where they will remain un- 
til their regular training camps are ready 
for occupancy. For the present, most Na- 
tional Guard organizations will occupy 
tent camps, but in about three months 
temporary buildings of the cantonment 
type will be complete at all northern 
training camps. At mobilization points in 
the South where the winter weather is 
not severe the troops will occupy tent 
camps throughout the year. 

Initially the training emphasis will be 
placed on individual instruction, on the 
physical hardening of the soldiers, and 
on basic and specialist training. After the 
individual has been physically hardened, 
qualified to march, to use his weapons, 
and to care for himself and his means 
of transportation in the field, unit train- 
ing, to include squads, platoons, and com- 
panies, will be emphasized. Speed, initia- 
tive, and teamwork will be stressed. In 
exercises blank ammunition and other 
expedients will be used to approximate 
battle conditions. Numerous firing tests 
with live ammunition will be given. 

Subsequently the training of battalions 
will be emphasized, after which regi- 
mental and combat team exercises and 
the combined training of larger units will 
be conducted. 

Object of Instruction 

The object of this strenuous instruc- 
tion will be to develop the individual, the 
organization, equipment and transporta- 
tion of all units so that they may take 
the field on short notice and operate efli- 
ciently under combat conditions. Individ- 
ual training will include severe physical 
training and conditioning, care and use 
of individual weapons and equipment, 
care of the individual under field condi- 
tions, use of cover, concealment, and 
camouflage, scouting and patrolling day 
and night, target and combat practice 
with all weapons, map reading, including 
aerial photographs and mosaics, and the 
use of the compass, personal hygiene, and 
marching. 

Unit training will include organization 
functioning and actual operations under 
field conditions, singly and in combined 
teams. In unit training stress will be 
jJaid on combat firing, reconnaissance, en- 
trucking and detrucking, issuance and 
execution of orders, marching and march 
discipline, communication, including tele- 
phone, radio, and visual signaling, de- 
fensive measures against various types 
of attack, including those of aviation and 
mechanized units, concealment from air 
observation, and night operations and 
movements, 


General 
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Troop schools for officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, and specialists will be 
established in each training unit soon 
after the induetion of the National Guard 
units. 

The training program outlined will be 
very intensive and will be most exacting 
in its requirements of officers and soldiers 
of all arms and services. A considerable 
portion of the first increment of the men 
called to the colors under the operation 
of the Selective Service Act will be as- 
signed to the National Guard as well as 
to the Regular Army for training. These 
men will be utilized to bring the Na- 
tional Guard units up to full war-strength 
and will place upon the National Guard 


officers and enlisted men the responsi- 
bility for making the selected men, as 
well as the National Guard recruits, 


thoroughly efficient soldiers during this 
year of intensive training. From reports 
that have been received by the War De- 
partment from all sections of the country, 
the officers and men of the National 
Guard are accepting this responsibility 
with enthusiasm and are looking forward 
with keen anticipation to a year of active 
duty under the call of the President. 
Lessons from Europe 

“The results of the Kuropean conflict 
to date indicate that training must be 
comprehensive and intensive,” the War 
Department stated. “Operations must be 
simple and sustained. Training must be 
directed toward making the individual 
capable of sustained effort under adverse 
circumstances and toward making all 
units work together as a thoroughly effi- 
cient combat team. The extreme rapidity 
of movement and the great physical and 
psychological strain incident to modern 
warfare, together with continuous aerial 
bombardment, demand that greater em- 
phasis than ever before be placed on hard 
physical condition and thorough discipli- 
nary training. Nothing has taken place in 
Kurope to date other than to emphasize 
the fact that it is the infantry with 
which the final decision lies. Hard, well- 
trained, efficient marching infantry sup- 
ported by all other arms, clinch the de- 
cision on the modern battle field. The 
War Department —— that the ex- 
tended active duty of the National Guard, 
as well as the training of the Regular 
Army and the men called up under the 
Selective Service Act, will accomplish 
these results.” 

The oflicers and enlisted men of the 
National Guard entering active service 
realize that the conditioning process will 
involve many discomforts and some hard- 
ships. The need for calling these men into 
active service at once has made it neces- 
sary to forego for the present many of 
the comforts that will be available later. 
Many of the camps have been somewhat 
improvised and the buildings and instal- 
lations that later will add much to the 
comfort of the troops are still incomplete. 
Nevertheless, adequate provision has 
been made for the health of the soldiers 
and for a wide variety of recreational 
activities. It is expected that initial difli- 
culties will soon be overcome and that 
the soldiers will soon learn to adjust 
themselves to the routine of camp life 
and to the strenuous training program 
that has been prescribed. 


Politics in Nat. Guard 


Concerning the application of the pro- 
visions of the Hatch Act to members of 
the National Guard not in active federal 
service, the Chief, National Guard Bu- 
reau, has written the service as follows: 

“1. Frequent inquiries have been received 
by the National Guard Bureau as to the ap- 
plicability of the Hatch Act, as amended, to 
personnel of the National Guard, 

“2. In reply to these inquiries and for the 
information of all concerned, the opinion of 
the Judge Advocate General approved by the 
Secretary of War covering National Guard 
personnel when not in active Federal Service 
has been obtained, 

“3. The effect of this opinion is: 

“a. Members of the National Guard when 
not in active Federal Service are not pro- 
hibited from engaging in political activity as 
individuals provided their connection with or 
position in the Guard is not their sole occupa- 
tion or principal means of employment, 

“b. Anyone whose connections with or posi- 
tion in the Guard is their sole occupation or 
principal means of employment is_ prohibited 
from, engaging in political activity. 

“e. Members of the National Guard, can 
not, in any manner, use their official position 








or relation as a member of the National 
Guard to further any sort of political activ- 
ity.”
